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Introduction 


THE  war  against  the  Indians,  declared  by  the  General  Court  of  1722-23, 
progressed  slowly,  though  the  colonists  had  demolished  the  fort  and  all 
buildings  of  the  rebel  Indians  on  the  Penobscot.^  Such  continued  to  be 
the  daring  of  the  attacks  on  outlying  settlements  that  a  proposed  reduction  of  the 
forces  of  the  Province  on  the  frontiers  and  abandoning  of  block-houses  was  sus- 
pended or  received  so  coldly  as  to  be  set  aside.  The  Indian  hostilities  culminated 
in  the  outrage  at  Rutland  and  the  murder  of  Rev.  Mr.  Willard.^  New  scouting 
parties  were  formed  and  orders  placing  the  militia  in  readiness  went  out  from  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  to  the  colonies  of  the  regiments  on  the  frontiers.^  Even  at 
such  a  time  there  passed  an  exchange  of  courtesies  between  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  and  the  House  of  Representatives.  Dummer  intimated  that  the  House 
had  provided  for  a  double  allowance  of  scouts  in  two  resolutions,  one  of  which 
had  never  been  submitted  to  him.  He  expressed  a  willingness  to  provide  the  men 
if  the  House  would  appropriate  their  pay  and  subsistence.^  The  House  explained 
the  apparent  contradiction  and  hinted  that,  as  the  Council  had  not  passed  on  the 
vote  which  had  reached  them,  they  were  ''humbly  of  Opinion  that  the  Message 
from  His  Honour  is  altogether  out  of  Course."  ^  In  fact  the  House  did  call  for 
more  than  double  the  number  of  scouts  originally  intended,  and  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  took  pains  to  lay  down  the  principle  that  "  my  Care  for  the  Defence  of 
the  Province,  either  before  or  after  a  Vote,  may  not  be  said  to  be  out  of  Course,"  ^ 
Under  a  vote  passed  by  the  General  Court  of  1722-23  four  commissioners  had 
been  appointed  to  treat  with  the  Five  Nations  at  Albany  —  William  Tailer  and 
Spencer  Phipps  of  the  Council,  Elisha  Cooke  and  John  Stoddard  of  the  House. 
Instructions  were  given  to  them  and  among  them  was  a  wish  to  engage  the 
Maquois  against  the  Eastern  Indians;  but  when  the  commissioners  met  the 
Indian  delegates  in  May  they  learned  that  the  Maquois  would  not  engage  with 
the  English  until  they  (the  Maquois)  had  exerted  their  influence  on  the  rebel 
Indians  to  make  all  proper  submission  for  their  late  hostihties.  The  instructions 
did  not  cover  such  a  contingency,  correct  and  enlightened  as  it  was,  and  the 
General  Court,  on  June  I,  directed  that  the  proposition  be  received  from  the 
Indians  and  sent  to  the  Court  for  consideration.''  No  further  action  seems  to 
have  been  taken  on  the  Indians'  proposal  and  the  Commissioners,  returning  to 
Boston,  submitted  a  journal  of  their  proceedings.^  The  Maquois  and  their  asso- 
ciates, making  the  Six  Nations  in  all,  were  desirous  to  come  to  Boston  and  negoti- 
ate on  behalf  of  the  Eastern  Indians.  The  unwillingness  of  the  House  to  have 
articles  of  peace  concluded  during  a  recess,  interfered  with  that  design.^ 

At  the  second  session,  in  August,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  called  attention  to 
the  approaching  visit  to  Boston  of  delegates  from  the  Six  Nations  to  enter  into  a

treaty,  as  a  matter  of  importance.  That  the  best  advice  should  be  had  Colonel 
Peter  or  Colonel  John  Schuyler  was  requested  to  attend  the  conference  at  Boston, 
for  New  York  was  concerned  in  maintaining  a  strict  control  over  its  Indians. 
Possibly  the  Maquois  had  already  made  some  advance  to  the  Eastern  Indians 
towards  peace,  for  proposals  to  that  end  by  the  latter  through  the  governor  of 
Canada  were  received  on  August  13  at  the  hands  of  Alexander  Hamilton,  lately 
returned  from  captivity  among  the  Eastern  Indians.^  The  reception  given  to  the 
Eight  Nations,  for  so  they  are  termed  in  the  records,  the  conferences  with  the 
General  Court  and  the  results  in  promises  and  assurances  are  fully  detailed  in  the 
Journal  in  characteristic  fashion. ^  In  entering  into  any  agreements  with  the  Six 
Nations  the  Province  assumed  responsibilities  that  must  be  considered  in  future 
measures,  either  of  peace  or  of  war.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  in  November 
objected  to  evacuating  the  frontier  forts  "inasmuch  as  it  tends  to  inspirit  and 
hearten  the  Enemy,  and  will  probably  give  Umbrage  to  the  Six  Nations  in  Con- 
federacy with  us,  to  whom  it  concerns  us  (as  we  have  hitherto  done)  to  give  all 
proper  Encouragement."  ^  Yet  the  negotiations  did  not  result  in  what  had  been 
expected  and  in  April,  1724,  the  Lieutenant  Governor  called  attention  to  the 
delay  of  the  Five  Nations  to  give  assistance  and  proposed  new  measures  to 
engage  their  cooperation.'* 

An  overeagerness  to  assist  the  Lieutenant  Governor  by  the  House  led  to  an 
edifying  incident.  On  September  12,  1723,  the  House  proposed  the  appointment 
of  a  committee  who  should  meet  at  intervals  during  the  recess  of  the  Court  to 
frame  projects  or  designs  on  the  prosecution  of  the  war,  and  to  lay  them  before 
the  Lieutenant  Governor  for  his  approval  and  speedy  execution.  The  House 
claimed  that  such  an  aid  to  the  executive  was  intimated  to  be  desirable  in  Dum- 
mer's  speech  at  the  opening  of  the  session.^  The  Council,  unable  to  find  such  a 
recommendation  in  the  speech,  requested  the  House  to  indicate  where  it  could  be 
found. ^  The  answer  of  the  House  seems  somewhat  inconclusive,  for  it  referred  the 
Council  to  the  first  part  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor's  speech  —  "inasmuch  as  a 
Treaty  with  the  Eastern  Indians  necessarily  affects  War  or  Peace."  ^  As  Dummer 
had  merely  said  that  he  had  called  the  General  Court  "only  for  your  Advice  in 
the  intended  Treaty  to  be  had  with  the  Eastern  Indians,"  it  is  difficult  to  see  how 
so  mild  a  phrase  could  be  made  to  support  and  include  a  wish  for  an  advisory 
committee,  possibly  restraining  and  interfering,  during  recess. 

A  result  of  the  experience  in  border  fighting  and  in  home  garrisons  was  new 
establishments  for  the  force  at  Castle  William  and  for  the  general  troops  of  the 
Province.  The  measure  relating  to  Castle  William  was  carried  and  held  out  the 
needed  encouragement  for  men  to  engage,  but  the  House  coupled  their  agreement

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with  a  desire  that  the  Governor  dismiss  John  Gray,  the  then  Heu tenant  of  the 
Castle,  for  his  frequent  absence  and  great  neghgence,  which  had  discouraged 
enHstments.^  Captain  Gray  had  seen  service  to  the  eastward  and  the  Lieutenant 
Governor  and  Council  did  not  think  it  proper  to  apply  so  drastic  a  proposal  as 
dismissal,  which  would  disable  him  from  serving  the  King  "either  here  or  else- 
where for  the  future."  -  It  was  of  opinion  that  he  might  be  severely  admonished, 
and  reprimanded,  and  warned  that  future  negligence  in  his  duties  would  incur 
dismissal.  The  House  would  not  accept  this  milder  form  of  punishment  and  voted 
that  Captain  Gray  should  be  no  longer  continued  in  his  post  at  Castle  William, 
and  the  Council  so  far  yielded  as  to  promise  dismissal  if  the  resolution  was  so 
changed  as  not  to  impose  disability  to  serve  in  the  future.^  This  difference 
delayed  the  passage  of  the  bill  for  reorganizing  the  garrison  until  September  ac* 
The  new  establishment  for  the  troopers  was  adopted  in  November.^  A  bounty 
for  long  service  received  the  endorsement  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  and 
Council,  but  the  House  altered  it  into  an  exchange,  when  a  soldier  was  likely  to 
suffer  by  remaining  in  service  for  a  longer  term  than  two  years. ^  Perhaps  the 
offer  of  payment  for  scalps  may  be  considered  as  belonging  to  the  measures  for 
encouraging  service  against  the  Indians.^ 

The  difficulties,  to  use  no  stronger  term,  over  the  muster-rolls  seem  to  be  over- 
come by  the  examination  of  each  roll  in  a  committee  formed  for  that  purpose.* 
If  some  of  the  more  obvious  errors  were  corrected  in  the  process,  others  slipped 
by,  it  was  said,  and  much  valuable  time  of  the  House  wasted.  The  absence  of 
criticism  and  rejected  items  in  the  accounts  marked  an  improvement  over  the 
findings  of  the  General  Court  of  the  previous  year. 

Two  questions  of  some  importance  remain  to  be  considered:  one,  the  supply  of 
the  treasury,  that  struggle  recurring  each  year  for  control  over  ways  and  means; 
and  the  other,  the  memorial  presented  to  the  King  by  Governor  Shute,  whose 
conduct  in  office  and  sudden  departure  from  the  Province  in  December,  1722, 
had  given  rise  to  forebodings  of  coming  trouble  in  the  General  Court. 

The  tax  measure  was  submitted  early  in  the  session,  on  June  21,  and  occasioned 
the  usual  dispute,  because  the  House  sought  to  exercise  a  more  rigid  control  over 
the  payments  of  public  money.  In  strictly  enjoining  the  treasurer  from  paying 
money  on  any  warrant  drawn  by  the  Governor  and  Council,  "unless  such  War- 
rant expressly  mention  out  of  which  Appropriated  Sum  the  same  is  to  be  paid," 
the  House  more  than  intimated  that  payments  had  been  made  on  warrants 
improperly  drawn,  or  charged  to  appropriations  other  than  the  proper  one. 
When  the  Council  failed  to  act  upon  the  bill  containing  this  injunction,  the 
House  voted  to  defer  the  consideration  of  the  matter  to  the  next  session,  and  to 
print  the  votes  and  articles  of  grievance  that  the  towns  might  know  what  had

been  done.^  The  Council  thought  such  postponement  would  be  "extreamly 
prejudicial  to  the  Interest  and  Safety  of  this  Province,  especially  in  this  Time  of 
War,"  and  offered  to  agree  with  the  House  in  any  measure  "so  far  as  shall  appear 
to  them  practicable  and  consistent  with  their  Duty  &  Trust,  and  most  agreeable 
to  the  Charter,  and  the  true  Interest  of  the  Province."  It  also  expressed  surprise 
that  the  House  should  do  what  had  a  direct  tendency  to  "create  and  keep  up  a 
Misunderstanding  between  the  Council  and  House  of  Representatives,  and  to 
Misrepresent  the  Members  of  the  Council  to  the  People  of  the  Province,  and  to 
subvert  the  very  Foundations  of  Government,"  and  proposed  a  conference. ^ 

The  House  greatly  resented  the  expressions  in  the  message  of  the  Council, 
asserted  they  had  passed  a  proper  measure  for  supply  of  the  treasury,  in  which 
they  had  imposed  only  such  restrictions  and  limitations  as  the  experience  of  the 
last  year  had  shown  to  be  advisable.  They  claimed  that  payments  had  been 
made  no  ways  conformable  to  the  resolve  of  the  Court,  and  some,  even  after 
payment  had  been  denied.  They  refused  to  come  into  conference,  but  passed  a 
resolution  of  supply  in  another  form.  The  new  form  did  not  satisfy  the  Council, 
and  the  amendments  proposed  were  promptly  rejected  by  the  House.  To  appro- 
priate money  for  the  needs  of  the  Province  and  to  leave  its  disposition  entirely 
to  the  Governor  and  Council,  did  not  comport  with  the  trust  imposed  in  the 
House  by  the  people. ^  The  Council  could  not  rest  under  the  imputation  and  made 
a  spirited  reply,  claiming  that  it  was  the  "dishonourable  Restrictions  made  now 
and  of  late  by  the  House"  that  perplexed  the  accounts,  brought  the  government 
into  difficulty  and  laid  the  foundation  for  what  the  House  termed  grievances, 
and  showing  feeling  at  the  groundless  jealousy  and  suspicion  of  the  Council's 
fidelity  expressed  in  the  recent  votes  of  the  House.  It  urged  a  return  to  the  long 
experienced  methods  of  emissions  and  drafts  on  the  Treasury,  which  had  proved 
much  for  the  service  and  advantage  of  the  government,  and  called  attention  to 
the  fact  that  no  ill  results  could  follow  as  near  the  whole  of  the  proposed  emission 
will  be  necessarily  applied  to  meet  the  grants  of  the  existing  Court  and  the  public 
debt  already  contracted.  The  House  took  the  hint  and  passed  a  new  resolution, 
July  2,  restricting  the  application  of  the  money  to  grants,  etc.,  established  by 
law  or  already  allowed,  or  should  be  allowed,  by  the  Court.  The  objectionable 
provisos  or  restrictions  were  omitted  and  the  bill  received  the  approval  of  the 
Lieutenant  Governor  and  Council.* 

On  that  day,  July  2,  Dummer  prorogued  the  General  Court  to  meet  August 
7.  In  the  interval  the  House  compiled  their  own  defence,  and  printed  their  res- 
olutions for  the  supply  of  the  Treasury  of  June  13,  which  had  been  omitted  from 
the  printed  Journals,  of  June  27,  which  had  been  included,  and  the  same  as 
amended  by  the  Council,  which  had  not  hitherto  been  made  public,  although  in 
the  usual  form  of  the  printed  journal  the  publication  is  separately  paged.  The

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Council  took  no  public  notice  of  this  statement  and  the  relations  between  the 
two  bodies  seemed  to  be  harmonious  when  the  General  Court  met  in  its  second 
session.  The  outward  calm  was  broken  by  the  House  early  in  September,  on 
learning  that  the  Council  had  passed  and  caused  to  be  paid  certain  accounts  of 
the  commissioners  sent  to  Albany  while  they  were  under  consideration  by  a 
committee  of  the  House.  Not  only  did  they  believe  that  the  wholesome  rules 
and  directions  prescribed  in  the  recent  act  for  supplying  the  treasury  had  been 
defeated,  but  they  pointed  out  that  a  balance  of  grant  still  remained  in  the  hands 
of  the  commissioners  and  for  which  they  should  account.^  A  few  days  later, 
September  12,  a  resolution  was  passed  making  the  treasurer  of  the  Province 
responsible  for  any  money  paid  out  contrary  or  not  conformable  to  the  rules  and 
directions  already  agreed  upon. 

The  consideration  given  to  Governor  Shute's  memorial  against  the  House  of 
Representatives  and  the  matter  of  agents  crowded  out  other  subjects  and  it  was 
not  until  November  20  that  a  committee  was  named  to  prepare  a  new  report  on 
supplying  the  treasury.  On  December  12  the  bill  was  laid  before  the  House  ^  and 
with  features  not  acceptable  to  the  Council,  who  saw  in  it  provisions  intended  to 
hamper  its  action.  The  point  was  made  that  to  impose  upon  the  General  Court 
the  examination  of  every  account  and  muster-roll  would  prolong  the  sessions  at 
great  cost  to  the  public  and  the  members.  The  practice,  newly  introduced,  of 
examining  every  account  by  the  whole  Court  left  more  than  it  saved.  To  restrict 
so  severely  the  expenditures  by  the  Council  would  disable  the  service  and  impose 
a  restriction  "not  known  to  be  imposed  on  any  Government  whatsoever,  and  so 
mean  and  dishonourable  in  itself,  that  the  Board  cannot  but  take  it  very  unkindly 
the  House  should  offer  it  to  them."  ^  Such  reasoning  did  not  shake  the  position 
of  the  House  who  could  plead  that  their  care  over  the  expenditure  of  the  public 
money  pleased  their  principals,  that  is,  the  people.  The  House  did  not  imply  or 
intend  distrust  or  jealousy  of  the  Council  and  they  asked  the  Council  to  set  aside 
its  objections  and  accept  the  form  of  bill  favored  by  the  House*  Naturally  the 
Council  refused  to  concur.  Recalling  the  measure,  the  House  modified  the  lan- 
guage, omitting  some  of  the  objectionable  phrases,  but  still  retaining  enough  to 
secure  its  rejection  by  the  Council.^  It  would  be  of  little  use  to  follow  this  dispute 
in  this  place  in  detail,  which  each  year  came  forward  with  new  features,  represent- 
ing the  struggle  over  the  control  of  the  purse,  so  important  to  the  liberty  of  the 
subject.  On  December  23  the  House  again  adopted  a  bill  and  again  the  Council 
amended  it  to  its  destruction,  but  not  without  an  interchange  of  views  on  the 
language  employed.^  In  this  the  Council  enjoyed  an  advantage.  A  conference 
followed,  new  resolutions  were  exchanged  almost  daily,  with  various  amendments. 
A  prorogation  of  the  Court  did  not  cool  the  ardor  of  dispute  and  the  April  session 
was  summoned  for  the  special  purpose  of  passing  a  supply  bill.  The  Council  laid  a

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charge  of  misspending  public  money,  thus  countering  in  its  own  position,  and  also 
laid  before  the  House  its  opinion  on  the  injunction  laid  upon  the  treasurer  in  the 
previous  June.  Unwilling  to  rest  under  the  imputations  contained  in  these 
messages  the  House  stated  their  case  in  as  strong  language  as  could  be  used  and 
the  General  Court  was  dissolved.^ 

Meanwhile  Governor  Shute  had  written  of  his  gracious  reception  at  the  Court 
of  the  King  and  of  his  intention  to  return  to  Massachusetts  in  the  autumn,^ 
but  he  had  also  done  what  could  not  commend  him  to  the  representatives  of 
Massachusetts-Bay.  In  a  memorial  to  the  King  he  had  summarized  his  grievances 
against  the  House  of  Representatives,  charging  them  with  encroaching  on  the 
powers  of  the  governor,  violating  the  King's  prerogative  and  seeking  to  assume 
functions  not  given  to  them  by  the  Charter  of  the  Province.  This  memorial,  laid 
before  the  House  of  Representatives  by  its  agent  on  the  opening  day  of  the  third 
session,  October  23,  1723,  was  at  once  considered  in  a  Committee  of  the  Whole 
House.  For  two  days  the  document  was  under  examination  and  a  committee  of 
moment,  as  shown  by  the  membership,  was  named  to  prepare  a  humble  address 
to  the  King  in  answer  to  the  memorial,  "in  order  to  set  that  Matter  in  its  true 
Light,  and  to  justifie  the  proceedings  of  the  House."  ^  One  hundred  pounds 
sterling  were  appropriated  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  London  agent,  but  the 
Council  promptly  intervened,  and  the  Governor  adjourned  the  General  Court 
for  ten  days.'* 

On  reassembling  the  heat  raised  by  the  Governor's  memorial  showed  no 
decrease.  To  instruct  new  members  the  memorial  was  read  and  on  the  following 
day,  November  6,  the  committee  reported  its  reply  which  was  laid  on  the  table.^ 
On  the  same  day  a  message  from  the  Council  announced  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  on  the  "present  State  of  the  Publick  Affairs  of  the  Province,  at  the 
Court  of  Great  Britain,  respecting  the  Constitution  of  the  Government,"  to  join 
with  such  members  as  the  House  should  name  in  drawing  up  a  humble  address  to 
the  King.^  The  distinction  was  important,  for  the  Council  made  no  mention  of 
Governor  Shute  or  his  memorial.  The  House,  however,  was  not  to  be  diverted 
from  their  purpose,  and  informed  the  Council  that  their  answer  to  Shute  would 
be  completed  and  laid  before  it  for  its  perusal,  and  after  that  the  House  would 
join  with  the  Council  in  an  address  to  the  King,  The  House  gave  two  days  to  the 
answer  and  one  day  to  the  address,  but  another  day  passed  before  the  Council 
was  invited  to  join  in  the  address  and  still  another  before  the  invitation  and  the 
perfected  answer  and  address  were  sent  to  the  Council.''  Without  waiting  for  a 
reply  to  this  evident  intention  to  forestall  objection  or  modification  by  the 
Council  the  House  voted  to  send  from  Massachusetts  one  or  more  suitable 
persons  to  London  "to  defend  our  Constitution  and  Charter  Privileges."  The 
Council  was  asked  to  concur.^  The  House  could  hardly  have  expected  immediate 
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acquiescence  or  full  concurrence  and  pressed  for  a  reply.  When  given,  the  answer 
showed  no  signs  of  haste  and  could  in  no  sense  please  the  House,  eager  to  push 
their  advantage  in  having  first  occupied  the  field.  The  Council  stated  that  "in 
Faithfulness  to  the  Province,  and  a  tender  regard  to  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives" it  was  of  opinion:  "That  their  Answer  is  not  likely  to  Recommend  this 
Government  and  People  to  the  Grace  and  Favour  of  His  Majesty,  but  on  the 
contrary  has  a  Tendency  to  render  us  obnoxious  to  the  Royal  Displeasure."  Not 
resting  with  so  sweeping  a  criticism  it  proceeded  to  name  Jeremiah  Dummer  as 
the  most  fit  agent  for  serving  as  agent.^  The  old  dispute  on  Dummer  again  came 
forward  but  at  a  time  when  the  House  showed  a  conciliatory  feeling.  They 
accepted  the  suggestion  on  Dummer.  Asked  to  specify  the  particulars  in  the 
papers  submitted  having  the  tendency  noted,  the  Council  politely  declined  to 
descend  to  particulars,  as  it  had  no  share  in  the  paper  prepared  by  the  House  and 
believed  that  in  the  present  circumstances  "some  better  method  might  be  taken 
than  an  absolute  Justification."  ^  Abandoning  their  conciliatory  attitude  the 
House  recalled  their  acceptance  of  Dummer,  again  voted  for  agents  of  their  own, 
one  to  be  sent  from  Massachusetts,  laid  on  the  table  an  address  to  the  King  pre- 
pared by  the  Council  and  directed  that  their  papers  be  signed  and  at  once  sent  to 
London. 3  The  difference  between  the  two  bodies  seemed  to  be  beyond  settlement. 

After  almost  a  week's  delay  the  Council  voted  to  have  a  person  from  the  Prov- 
ince to  be  associated  with  Dummer  in  meeting  the  charges  of  Governor  Shute  and 
the  House,  without  passing  upon  the  question  of  the  agent,  proposed  a  joint 
committee  to  prepare  instructions  to  the  agents,  and  also  voted  three  hundred 
pounds  sterling  to  the  Speaker,  to  be  employed  as  the  House  should  direct  "for 
their  necessary  Defence,  and  prolonging  our  CHARTER  Privileges."  ^  Two 
weeks  passed  before  the  instructions  came  from  the  committee,  but  the  Council 
remained  firm  on  the  agent  to  be  named,^  and  the  House  adopted  a  resolution 
expressed  in  terms  that  marked  a  sense  of  the  importance  of  the  subject,  desiring 
action  by  the  Council,  lest  delay  prove  of  fatal  consequence  to  the  whole  Province 
and  repentance  come  when  too  late.^  As  to  the  need  of  a  defense  the  Council 
agreed  with  the  House,  but  it  had  regard  for  the  reputation  of  Governor  Shute 
and  convinced  that  an  agent  for  the  whole  Court  could  accomplish  more  than  an 
agent  for  the  House  alone.  It  therefore  proposed  that  all  arrears  due  to  Jeremiah 
Dummer  be  discharged  and  a  person  be  selected  to  be  joined  with  Dummer  in  the 
matter  of  Shute's  charges  and  the  charter  questions  raised  by  them.'' 

The  House  made  such  a  selection  on  the  day  after  receiving  the  message  from 
the  Council  and  EUsha  Cooke  received  the  major  part  of  the  votes. ^  The  Council 
suggested  that  the  most  convenient  and  proper  way  would  be  by  a  joint  vote  of 
both  Houses,  as  the  officers  of  government  usually  were  chosen,  and  as  the  last 
agent  was  named.^   After  a  show  of  obstinacy  the  House  agreed,  again  chose 
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Cooke  and  the  Council  also  voted  for  him,  thus  closing  in  form  a  difference  that 
had  extended  over  weeks  and  engrossed  the  attention  of  both  Houses  to  an  extent 
not  justified  by  its  merits. ^  The  agreement  was  in  form  only,  for  the  House  on 
December  19  authorized  and  empowered  Elisha  Cooke  to  appear  before  the 
King's  Council  in  conjunction  —  not  with  Jeremiah  Dummer  —  but  with 
Anthony  Sanderson,  to  justify  the  conduct  of  the  House  and  endeavor  to  secure 
a  continuance  of  the  Charter  privileges  enjoyed  by  the  people. ^  Money  was 
appropriated  for  Cooke  and  Dummer  and  Cooke  and  Sanderson,  and  it  was 
Cooke  and  Sanderson  who  applied  for  a  hearing  before  the  King  in  Council.^ 

The  Memorial  presented  by  Governor  Shute  is  printed  in  Historical  Col- 
lections Relating  to  the  American  Colonial  Church,  iii.  121.  Of  two  papers  con- 
nected with  it,  one,  a  report  by  the  Commissioners  of  Trade  and  Plantations, 
September  3,  1723,  on  the  Memorial,  will  be  printed  from  a  copy  in  the  State 
Archives  in  the  Proceedings  of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  volume 
LVii.  The  second  paper  is  the  report  of  the  King's  Council  on  Shute's  mem- 
orial, which  was  not  made  until  June  i,  1725,  when  interest  in  the  dispute 
had  passed  and  new  questions  raised.  This  report  is  also  in'the  State  Archives, 
but  it  is  printed  in  Acts  of  the  Privy  Council  of  England,  Colonial  Series,  1720- 

1745,  93-  ^       ., 

The  Two  French  gentlemen  from  Canada,  messengers  from  Vaudreuil,  were 

MM.  La  Rond  and  de  la  Geste,  described  by  Vaudreuil  as  "officers  of  the  King 

and  men  of  consideration."  Their  visit  gave  rise  to  the  following  petition  to  the 

King,  printed  from  a  copy  in  the  State  Archives. 

To  the  Kings  most  Excellent  Majesty. 

The  Humble  Memorial  of  the  Lieutenant  Governour  Council  and  Representa- 
tives of  the  Province  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  in  New  England  in  General 
Court  Assembled 
Most  Humbly  Sheweth 

That  Your  Majestys  Government  of  this  Province  after  much  and  long  bearing 
with  the  Hostilities  of  the  Indians  Inhabiting  the  Eastern  parts  of  this  Province 
and  towards  Nova  Scotia,  found  themselves  at  length  under  a  Necessity  of  Pro- 
claiming the  said  Eastern  Indians  Rebels,  Traitors  and  Enemies  to  your  Majesty; 
and  accordingly  in  the  Month  of  July  1722  Issued  out  a  Declaration  of  War 
against  the  Said  Indians,  a  Copy  whereof  is  herewith  offered  and  humbly  referred 
to.  In  the  prosecution  of  this  War  Your  Majestys  Government  here.  Considering 
the  Strict  Alliance  between  Your  Majesty  and  the  French  King,  Justly  expected 
the  Friendship,  or  at  least  the  Neutrality  of  the  French  Government  of  Canada; 
And  for  that  purpose  even  before  the  War  began,  tho'  under  the  Expectation  of  it, 
Your  Majestys  Governour  of  this  Province  by  a  Letter  Express'd  for  that  purpose 
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acquainted  Monsieur  Vaudreuil  the  French  Governour  of  Canada  with  the 
Barbarous  Insults  of  the  Eastern  Indians,  earnestly  pressing  his  Friendship  to 
this  Government  on  that  Occasion,  agreable  to  the  Treaty  of  Utrecht,  more  espe- 
cially the  Twelfth  and  Fifteenth  Articles  thereof:  But  to  the  Great  Surprize  of 
Your  Majestys  Government  and  as  they  conceive  Contrary  to  the  Said  Treaty  of 
Utrecht  the  Said  French  Governour  not  only  Encouraged  and  Supplied  the  Said 
Indians  but  also  Rewarded  them  for  their  Invading  and  Insulting  Your  Majestys 
Good  Subjects  Inhabiting  the  Frontiers,  more  especially  in  their  Hostile  Appear- 
ance at  George  Town  on  the  Island  of  Arowsick  in  the  Year  1721,  when  the  Said 
Indians  were  headed  by  a  French  Officer,  accompanied  with  Two  French  Jesuits; 
the  Truth  and  Particulars  whereof  will  Appear  by  a  Letter  under  the  Said  Mon- 
sieur Vaudreuils  own  hand,  as  also  of  Monsieur  Bygon  [Bigon]  the  Intendant 
General  of  Canada,  which  were  happily  taken  at  one  of  the  Indian  Villages,  and 
in  the  Lodgings  of  the  French  Jesuit;  Authentick  Copys  of  which  Letters  were 
Sometime  Since  Transmitted  to  One  of  Your  Majestys  Principal  Secretarys  of 
State,  and  the  Translation  is  now  also  Humbly  laid  before  Your  Majesty.  This 
Conduct  of  the  s'd  French  Governour  was  so  very  unaccountable  that  Your 
Majestys  Government  of  this  Province,  thought  it  proper  to  Send  him  a  Second 
Letter  by  way  of  Remonstrance,  upon  that  Occasion.  In  Answer  to  which  the 
Said  French  Governour  had  the  Assurance  by  Letters  to  this  Government  in 
express  Terms  to  Say,  That  he  had  Such  orders  from  his  Master  that  would 
Justify  Him  in  every  Step  that  he  had  taken  in  that  Affair,  particularly  in  Sup- 
plying the  Said  Indians  with  Arms  and  Ammunition,  Defying  any  Complaint 
that  should  be  made  against  him  upon  that  Accompt:  And  in  a  Letter  which 
Your  Majestys  Lieutenant  Governour  very  lately  received  from  the  Said  French 
Govern'r  by  Two  French  Officers  that  came  Express  from  Canada,  he  declares 
himself  in  Stronger  Terms  yet,  That  sooner  or  later  he  shall  be  obliged  to  Engage 
in  their  Quarrel,  and  to  Confirm  it  he  do's  upon  all  occasions  very  much  En- 
courage the  Indian  Enemy,  when  they  bring  into  Canada  any  of  the  Scalps  of 
Your  Majestys  Good  Subjects  Slain  by  them;  Besides  which  when  ever  this 
Government  have  been  Endeavouring  by  Messages  and  Treatys  to  bring  the 
Said  Eastern  Indians  to  a  due  Sense  of  their  Injustice  and  Barbaritys  in  a  proper 
Submission  to  Your  Majestys  Government;  that  so  we  and  they  might  live  in 
peace,  the  Said  French  Governour  has  advised  them  to  the  Contrary  and  by  his 
Arts  and  Influence  has  hitherto  prevented  it,  and  very  much  by  Imploying  and 
Encouraging  of  Jesuits  among  them,  and  a  few  months  Since  the  Said  French 
Governour  has  Armd  and  Excited  a  great  Number  of  the  Canada  Indians  even 
beyond  their  Inclinations,  to  make  an  Expedition  of  Some  hundred  of  Miles  who 
Actually  Attackd  an  English  Town  upon  our  Western  Frontier,  Killing  and 
carrying  away  Captives  Your  Majestys  Good  Subjects. 

These  proceedings  of  the  Said  French  Governour,  Your  Majestys  Government 
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of  this  province  look  upon  themselves  in  Duty  bound  to  represent  to  Your 
Majesty,  and  most  humbly  to  Supplicate  as  for  Your  Majestys  Wise  and  powerful 
Interposition  in  order  to  prevent  the  like  Treatment  for  the  future,  So  for  Your 
most  Gracious  Favour  and  Compassion  to  us,  under  the  present  distress  of  a 
War  which  was  at  first  Engaged  in  for  Your  Majestys  Honour  and  our  own 
necessary  Defence,  and  that  Your  Majestys  most  Loyal  and  Dutiful  Subjects  of 
this  province  may  happily  obtain  Your  Royal  Care  and  Goodness  to  them  in  this 
great  Affair,  We  humbly  represent  to  Your  Majesty, 

That  the  Claim  or  pretensions  of  the  French  Governour  to  the  AUyance  of 
these  Indian  Tribes  is  Manifestly  unjust  and  Groundless,  for  that  the  principal 
places  of  their  Residence  are  undoubtedly  within  Your  Majestys  Territorys  and 
cannot  possibly  fall  within  the  French  Boundaries,  Besides  which  the  Said 
Tribes  have  frequently  and  Solemnly  as  well  in  former  as  later  times  by  Treatys 
for  that  purpose,  put  themselves  under  the  protection  of  the  Crown  of  Great 
Britain,  and  Your  Majestys  Government  of  New  England. 

That  Your  Majestys  Government  of  this  province  are  under  Such  Discourage- 
ments in  prosecuting  the  War,  by  reason  of  the  Indian  Enemy  retiring  to  the 
French  Settlements  in  Canada  as  Soon  as  ever  they  have  Committed  their 
Ravages  and  Barbaritys  in  our  Frontiers,  that  unless  the  French  Governours  in 
Canada  by  Your  Royal  Influence  be  restrained  from  giving  any  Protection  or 
Assistance  for  the  future.  We  can  have  but  little  hope  of  Success  in  the  War  or  of 
putting  a  Speedy  and  happy  End  to  it. 

That  the  plain  Design  of  the  French  Governour  in  all  this  Management  is  to 
Deprive  Your  Majesty  of  Your  Just  Dominion  over  those  Indian  Tribes,  Your 
undoubted  Right  to  their  Allegiance,  and  if  possible  to  Seduce  and  Carry  them 
over  to  the  French  Interest,  by  this  Method  he  also  hopes  to  prevent  Your 
Majestys  Subjects  from  Settling  those  parts  of  the  Countrey  and  to  Set  up  a  Title 
to  it  in  the  French  Crown,  his  Success  wherein  would  be  an  unspeakable  loss  and 
Damage  not  only  to  Your  Majestys  Rightful  and  Extended  Dominion  in  North 
America  and  the  Several  provinces  and  Governments  thereunto  adjoyning,  but 
also  Soon  prove  very  prejudicial  to  the  Trade  and  Commerce  of  Great  Britain. 

All  which  is  most  Humbly  Submitted  to  Your  Majestys  Just,  Wise  and  most 

Gracious  Consideration  by  Your  Majestys  Most  Loyal,  Dutiful  and  Obedient

The  Journals  were  ordered  to  be  printed,  and  for  the  first  time  the  order  gives 
an  intimation  of  the  number  of  copies  printed  —  one  for  each  member  of  the 
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House  and  another  for  the  town  he  represented.^  One  hundred  and  fifteen  towns 
would  send  one  hundred  and  twenty-two  representatives,  so  that  the  smallest 
edition  possible  was  one  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-seven.  The  same  distribution 
for  the  laws  called  for  two  hundred  and  fifty  copies  and  that  was  probably  the 
full  edition  of  the  Journals. ^  In  the  absence  of  a  printer's  bill  itemizing  the 
number  it  is  not  possible  to  be  definite.  The  small  edition  and  its  wide  distribu- 
tion account  for  the  rarity  of  the  earlier  years.  Towards  the  end  of  the  session  the 
Council  expressed  its  opinion  that  the  "Printing  and  Publishing  the  Votes  of  the 
Honourable  House  has  been  very  prejudicial  to  the  Interest  of  this  Province, 
with  respect  to  the  Operations  of  the  War  with  the  Indians,  and  other  Publick 
Affairs  of  the  Province,  besides  a  considerable  Charge  it  brings  on  the  Province  " 
and  desired  the  House  to  "desist  from  Printing  their  Votes  for  the  future."  The 
advantage  of  publicity  was  entirely  on  the  side  of  the  House  and  not  easily  to  be 
sacrificed.  Adopting  a  half  measure  the  House  voted  to  continue  the  printing  of 
the  votes  but  to  omit  such  as  affected  the  war,  thereby  undoubtedly  impoverish- 
ing the  record  by  omitting  much  of  historical  and  personal  interest.^

John  Wainwright  Esq ;  appearing  in  the  House,  informed.  That  he  was  Chosen 
to  Represent  the  Town  of  Ipswich  in  this  Court,  but  understood  by  Mr.  Secretary 
Willard,  That  Mr.  Sheriff  Dennison  had  not  returned  the  King's  Writ  to  him,  nor 
any  of  the  Precepts  issued  out  for  the  Choice  of  Representatives  for  the  County 
of  Essex. 

Resolved,  That  the  Messenger  of  the  House  forthwith  repair  to  Ipswich,  and 
Notify  the  said  Sheriff  Dennison  of  his  great  Neglect,  and  direct  him  that  He 
immediately  return  with  the  Messenger,  to  Answer  the  same  before  this  House. 

The  Precepts  brought  into  the  House  being  Examined,  and  no  Writ,  nor  any 
of  the  Precepts  for  the  Choice  of  Representatives  for  the  County  of  Essex  Ap- 
pearing, And  the  Representatives  that  were  Chosen  in  said  County  declaring 
that  they  were  duly  Elected  by  the  several  Towns  in  said  County,  to  Serve  for 
and  Represent  them,  and  Notified  to  Serve  Accordingly. 

Voted,  That  the  said  Representatives  be  Received  and  Accepted  as  Members  of 
this  House.

The  Progress  of  the  War  with  the  Indian  Rebels  shall  be  layed  before  you :  The  un- 
common openess  of  the  Winter  added  to  the  great  Sickness  it  has  pleased  GOD  to  visit 
our  Forces  with,  has  been  a  Disadvantage  to  the  Operations  on  our  side,  and  at  the 
same  time  very  Commodious  to  the  Enemy;  however  they  have  done  little  to  value 
themselves  upon,  whilst  we  have  demolished  their  Fort,  and  all  their  Buildings  at 
Penobscott. 

The  Great  Storm  we  had  in  February  last  has  very  much  damaged  and  shaken  the 
Light-House,  and  carried  away  great  part  of  the  Wharf es  there,  and  also  of  the  Old 
Wharfes  at  Castle-William,  which  it  will  be  necessary  speedily  to  repair. 

In  the  last  Sessions  I  acquainted  the  Assembly  that  the  Soldiers  Enlistment  at  the 
Castle  would  Expire  the  last  Day  of  March,  and  moved  for  a  New  Enlistment,  but 
that  Affair  tho'  began  was  not  Concluded,  by  which  Means  that  Garrison  became  very 
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weak,  great  fart  of  our  small  Number  both  Officers  and  Centinels  leaving  us  at  once, 
who  could  not  be  prevailed  on  to  stay  upon  the  former  Establishment;  although  by  the 
Advice  of  His  Majesty's  Council  I  gave  them  Encouragement  to  hope  that  the  next 
General  Assembly  would  make  their  Pay  equal  to  other  Garrisons;  however  the  Re- 
mainder, {notwithstanding  their  Duty  has  been  very  hard,)  have  chearfully  performed 
it,  in  Confidence  of  the  Justice  and  Goodness  of  the  Government.  [  5  ]

and  Soldiers  {whose  dependance  is  on  their  Wages  for  Subsistance,  will  thereby  he  cut 
off  from  present  means  of  Supply,  and  when  the  Coast  is  so  often  infested  with  Pirates.

UPon  Mature  Consideration  of  a  Message  from  the  Honourable  Board  sent  down 
this  Day  relating  to  a  Vote  of  the  House  for  further  continuing  the  Considera- 
tion of  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury,  ^c.  The  House  look  upon  themselves  strictly 
obliged  to  make  the  following  Declaration  thereon. 

This  House  being  always  ready  and  willing  to  supply  the  Treasury  with  such  Sums 
of  Money  as  would  both  honourably  and  seasonably  discharge  the  Governments  Debts, 
did  some  days  past  come  into  a  Resolve  for  that  purpose,  under  such  Restrictions  and 
Limitations  only  as  were  upon  very  good  Grounds  and  Reasons,  as  by  a  Review  of  the 
several  Sums,  drawn  upon  the  Treasury  the  Year  past,  {no  ways  conformable  to  the 
Resolve  of  this  Court)  and  some,  after  Payment  had  been  denyed,  and  therefore  Voted 
Grievances  by  the  House,  might  be  made  most  Conspicuous.  And  inasmuch  as 

the  aforesaid  Restrictions  and  Limitations  are  in  no  ways  disagreeable  to  the  Powers 
Granted  the  General  Court  in  and  by  the  Charter:  Had  therefore  the  Honourable 
Board  passed  a  Concurrence  thereon,  We  humbly  conceive  in  so  doing  they  would  have 
Answered  the  great  Trust  reposed  in  them,  and  the  publick  Affairs,  promoving  the 
true  Interest  and  establishing  the  Welfare  ^  Prosperity  of  this  Province,  very  much 
dispatched. 

The  House  cannot  but  greatly  resent  the  Expression  of  the  Honourable  Board,  inti- 
mating that.  What  the  House  did  had  a  direct  Tendency  to  create  and  keep  a  Mis- 
understanding between  the  Council  and  House,  {more  especially  to  Misrepresent  the 
Members  of  the  Council  to  the  People  of  the  Province,)  For  had  the  Council  in  their 
Advice  to  the  Governou^  respecting  the  Draughts  upon  the  Treasury,  perused  the  Rules 
prescribed  by  the  General  Court  of  whom  they  are  one  Branch,  and  consenting  thereto, 
there  would  have  been  no  such  just  Remarks  made  by  the  House  upon  those  Articles. 

But  for  our  Principals  to  be  acquainted  with  these  Things  we  cannot  deem  to  be  a 
Misrepresenting  the  Members  of  the  Board,  much  less  subverting  the  very  Founda- 
tions of  Government,  since  the  aforesaid  Articles  of  Grievances  are  plain  Matters  of 
Fact  and  Truth.  [  56  ] 

It  shall  ever  be  our  study  to  use  all  proper  and  safe  Methods  for  the  keeping  up  and 
cultivating  a  good  harmony  between  the  two  Houses,  yet  are  of  Opinion  that  a  Con- 
ference on  this  Subject  Matter  is  altogether  inconsistent  with  the  Powers,  Priviledges 
and  Usage  of  the  House  of  Representatives:  And  to  manifest  our  readiness  and  sin- 
cerity to  comply  herewith  have  agreed  upon  a  Resolve  for  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury 
in  another  Form.  Sent  up  by  Capt.  Chambers,  Mr.  Lewis,  Capt.  Osgood, 

Col.  Bond,  and  Mr.  Hastings. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  and  hereby  is  directed  to  Issue  forth  and  Emit 
(conformable  to  this  Resolve,)  the  Sum  of  Tzventy  Thousand  Pounds  in  Bills  of 
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Credit  on  this  Province,  (which  have  been  already  delivered  to  him  by  the  Com- 
mittee for  making  and  striking  off  said  Bills)  for  the  necessary  Defence  and 
Support  of  the  Government,  and  the  Protection  and  Preservation  of  the  Inhabit- 
ants thereof,  to  be  used,  imployed  and  disposed  of  as  is  hereby  directed  in  manner 
following,  viz.  For  the  Supplying  and  Supporting  Castle-William,  and  the  other

Treasurer  by  Warrant  under  the  Hand  of  the  Governour  or  Commander  in  Chief 
for  the  Time  being,  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Council.  Provided  no 
Warrants  on  the  Treasurer  for  Payment  of  any  Sum  or  Sums  of  Money,  for  the 
Intents  and  Uses  afore-expressed,  be  made  by  the  Governour  or  Commander  in 
Chief  for  the  Time  being  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Council,  except  the 
Accompts  of  such  Charge  be  first  examined  and  allowed  of  by  the  General  Court.

their  own  Vindication. 

The  Council  are  sorry  to  find  that  the  House  make  so  great  a  difficulty  to  come  into 
the  Amendments  proposed  by  the  Board,  when  they  are  so  agreeable  to  the  Method 
practiced  upon  so  many  Years  with  good  Success,  and  much  for  the  Service  and  Ad- 
vantage of  the  Government,  and  when  the  dishonourable  Restrictions  made  now  and 
of  late  by  the  House  have  been  found  by  Experience  to  perplex  the  Publick  Accompts 
fo  [  66  ]  bring  the  Government  into  considerable  Difficulties,  and  to  lay  a  Foundation 
for  what  the  House  call  Grievances.  And  it  cannot  but  be  thought  that  the  Affairs  of 
the  Province  must  he  much  Obstructed  and  it's  Safety  Exposed,  if  the  Governour  and 
Council  shall  be  disabled  {let  the  Exigency  he  never  so  great)  from  doing  what  is  neces- 
sary for  it's  Preservation  and  Protection  at  all  times,  hut  when  the  General  Court  is 
Sitting.  And  inasmuch  as  we  look  upon  our  Selves  no  less  bound  by  the  Ties  both  of 
Interest  and  Duty  than  the  House  of  Representatives,  to  promote  the  best  good  of  the 
Province,  and  the  Welfare  of  those,  whom  the  House  term  their  Principals,  We  cannot 
hut  be  deeply  affected  at  the  groundless  jealousies  and  Suspicions  of  our ^  Fidelity 
which  are  Couched  in  the  Vote  aforesaid,  We  having  made  no  Draft  at  any  time  upon 
the  Treasury,  hut  when  it  appeared  to  us  that  Equity  and  the  necessary  Affairs  of  the 
Government  required  it,  of  which  a  Conference  {if  the  House  had  thought  fit  to  come 
into  it)  might  probably  have  given  good  Satisfaction.   Wherefore  the  Board  desire  this

And 
continued  by  Prorogation  to  Wednesday  the  Seventh  Day  of  0UgU6C  follow- 
ing, and  then  Met. 

A  Number  of  the  Members  sufficient  to  constitute  a  House  appearing, 
Ordered,  That  Capt.  Catvley,  Capt.  Throop,  and  Capt.  Osgood 
go  up  with  a  Message  to  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governour  to 
acquaint  Him  that  a  Quorum  of  the  House  are  now  met,  and  ready  to  proceed  to 
the  Business  of  the  Session. 

A  Message  from  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governour  by  Mr.  Secretary, 
That  His  Honour  directs  this  House  forthwith  to  attend  Him  in  the  Council 
Chamber. 

Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  went  up  accordingly,  and  His  Honour  made  a 
SPEECH,  of  which  Mr.  Speaker  obtained  a  Copy,  and  then  with  the  House 
returned  to  their  own  Chamber. 

His  Honour's  SPEECH  is  as  follows, 

GENTLEMEN, 

/  Made  this  Short  Adjournment  only  for  your  Advice  in  the  intended  Treaty  to 
he  had  with  the  Eastern  Indians,  by  the  Desire  of  our  good  Friends,  The  Six  Nations, 
and  it  being  an  Affair  of  great  Importance  to  this  Province,  'tzvill  merit  your  best 
attention. 

The  Days  prefixed  by  the  Six  Nations,  for  their  Arrival  here  will  not  be  compleated 
'till  the  next  Week. 

In  the  mean  time  it  may  be  worth  your  while  to  consider  of  some  effectual  Means  to 
Suppress  those  Villainous  People,  who  drive  a  Trade  in  Counterfeiting  the  Bills  of 
this  Province,  as  well  as  those  of  the  Neighbouring  Governments,  to  which  End  I  shall 
lay  before  you,  some  late  discoveries  that  have  been  made  of  these  Matters. 
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GENTLEMEN, 

There  is  nothing  more  that  I  shall  recommend  to  you  at  this  time,  for  doubtless  you 
will  all  be  desirous  to  return  as  soon  as  may  be  to  your  own  private  Affairs  at  this 
busy  Season  of  the  Year.  W.  DUMMER.  [  2  ] 

Penn  Tozvnsend  Esq;  brought  down  an  Examination  (with  the  other  Papers, 
&c.)  taken  before  Nathaniel  By  field  Esq;  for  the  discovery  of  Counterfeited  Bills, 
which  His  Honour  communicated  to  the  House. 

Edward  Bromfield  Esq;  brought  some  further  Examinations  taken  before  Three 
of  His  Majesties  Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of  Suffolk,  respecting  the 
Discovery  of  Counterfeited  Bills  of  Credit.  Which  were  Read. 

Ordered,  That  Mr.  Lewis,  Mr.  Dudley,  Capt.  Throop,  and  Mr.  Cooke,  with  such 
as  the  Honourable  Board  shall  appoint  be  a  Committee  to  take  under  considera- 
tion the  several  Examinations  taken  for  the  discovery  of  the  Villainous  practices 
of  Counterfeiting  Bills  of  Credit,  and  report  what  they  think  proper  for  this 
Court  to  do  for  the  discovery  and  suppressing  the  same. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

A  Bill  to  enable  William  Paine  Esq;  late  Clerk  of  the  House  of  Representatives  to 
have  a  New  Tryal  at  the  next  Inferiour  Court  of  Common  Pleas,  to  be  holden  at 
Plymouth  within  and  for  the  County  of  Plymouth,  of  an  Action  brought  against  him 
by  John  Alden  of  Duxborough  in  said  County,  Gent,  and  Tryed  at  the  last  Inferiour 
Court  held  in  the  County  of  Plymouth.  Read  a  first  Time. 

A  Petition  of  Messieurs  Nicholas  Sever  &  Wm.  Welsteed  two  of  the  Resident 
Fellows  at  Harvard  Colledge  in  Cambridge,  referred  to  this  Session,  praying  they 
may  be  vested  with  the  powers  of  the  Charter,  as  Members  of  the  Corporation, 
to  the  End  that  they  may  the  better  be  enabled  to  carry  on  the  business  of  the 
Colledge. 

Read.  And  in  Answer  to  this  Petition  the  following  Vote  pass'd,  Viz. 

Whereas  a  Committee  appointed  by  this  Court  at  their  Session  in  May  1722,  to 
consider  a  Memorial  of  the  Overseers  of  Harvard  Colledge,  referring  to  the  Enlarge- 
ment of  the  Foundations  of  that  Society,  did  upon  mature  Consideration  of  the  said 
Memorial,  and  the  said  Colledge  Charter  1650,  {which  is  their  present  Constitution,) 
Report  the  following  Resolutions  and  Conclusions  to  be  put  in  practice  by  the  Corpora- 
tion, as  being  in  the  Committees  Opinion  more  beneficial  to  that  Society,  than  an  En- 
largement of  the  Foundation. 

I.  That  it  was  the  Intent  of  the  said  Colledge-Charter,  That  the  Tutors  of  the 
said  Colledge,  or  such  as  have  the  Instruction  and  Government  of  the  Students 
there,  shall  be  Fellows  and  Members  of  the  Corporation  of  the  said  Colledge, 
Provided  they  exceed  not  Five  in  Number. 
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2.  That  none  of  the  said  Fellows  be  Overseers. 

3.  That  the  President  and  Fellows  of  the  Colledge,  or  the  major  part  of  them, 
are  not  Warranted  by  the  said  Charter  of  the  Colledge  to  fix  or  establish  any 
Salary  or  Allowance  for  their  Service,  without  the  Consent  and  Approbation  of 
the  Overseers. 

And  whereas  the  Committees  Report  was  Accepted,  and  it  was  Resolved  by  both 
Houses  that  the  Corporation  for  the  future  practice  accordingly,  but  the  Governours 
Consent  being  signified  and  declared,  with  a  Proviso  {which  as  we  humbly  conceive)  is 
not  according  to  Usage,  and  the  said  Resolve  is  thereby  in  some  measure  rendred 
ineffectual.  Wherefore  in  Order  that  the  said  Resolve  (so  necessary  to  the 
well-being  of  that  Society)  may  obtain  the  good  and  beneficial  Ends  designed 
thereby. 

Resolved,  That  the  same  be  and  hereby  is  revived,  and  declared  to  be  the  Rule 
for  the  future  proceedings  of  the  Corporation  of  Harvard  Colledge. 
Sent  up  for  Concurrence  by  Major  Quincy  and  Mr.  White. 

A  Petition  of  Stephen  Perkes,  setting  forth  that  whereas  he  had  intermarried 
with  Martha  Mountjoy,  (Relict  of  Josiah  Mountjoy  late  of  Boston  deceased  who 
was  favoured  with  a  Licence  to  keep  an  Inn  or  Tavern;  and  the  Petitioner  having 
obtained  the  Approbation  of  the  Select  Men  of  the  Town  of  Boston  in  his  own 
Name  for  keeping  a  Tavern,  which  he  Presented  to  the  Justices  of  the  County  of 
Suffolk,  at  their  last  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  for  Allowance,  and  the  said 
Justices  did  not  see  Cause  to  grant  him  a  Licence  to  keep  a  Tavern,  the  Petitioner 
having  laid  out  his  Substance  in  the  Employment  of  a  Taverner  to  enable  him

Whereas  the  Last  Impression  of  the  Laws  of  this  Province  is  near  out,  and  it  being 
necessary  that  the  New  Towns  {as  well  as  others)  should  be  furnished  with  the  Laws 
for  their  Government,  and  Mr.  Nicholas  Boone  of  Boston  having  made  some  Pro- 
posals for  taking  off  a  New  Impression, 

Ordered,  That  upon  the  said  Boone's  delivering  into  the  Secretaries  Office  Two 
Hundred  &  Fifty  Law  Books  well  bound  in  Leather  (One  whereof  to  be  to  and 
for  the  Use  of  each  Town  in  this  Province,  and  One  for  every  Member  of  this 
Court)  the  said  Nicholas  Boone  shall  have  and  receive  out  of  the  Publick  Treas- 
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ury,  the  Sum  of  One  Hundred  ^  Fijiy  Pounds,  and  shall  have  the  Sole  Priviledge 
of  printing  them  for  Twenty  Years  to  come.  Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

Then  the  House  Adjourn'd  till  to  Morrow  Morning  Nine  a  Clock.

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Fortress,  and  well  stored  with  all  Necessaries  to  resist  an  Enemy  in  Time  of  War,  and 
defend  the  whole  Province,  which  renders  it  oj  the  last  Importance  to  His  Majesties 
Good  Subjects  here,  that  that  Garrison  be  ever  in  a  readiness  and  fit  Posture  to  make  a 
strong  Resistance,  and  the  better  to  Effect  that  matter,  the  House  are  willing  that  all 
due  Encouragement  be  given  to  the  Warrant-Officers  and  Soldiers  retained  in  His 
Majesties  Service  there,  as  well  those  that  have  continued  there  since  the  passing  the 
last  Muster  Roll  for  that  Garrison,  as  such  others  as  shall  now  Enlist.  But  inas- 
much as  the  Management  of  Affairs  there,  occasioned  by  the  frequent  Absence  and 
great  Negligence  of  the  present  Lieut.  Capt.  John  Grey,  is  such  that  it  very  much 
discourages  not  only  the  raising  the  pay  of  the  Soldiers,  but  the  Enlisting. 
Wherefore 

Voted,  That  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governour  be  desired  to  dismiss  the 
said  John  Grey,  and  Commissionate  some  suitable  Person  to  sustain  the  Post  of 
Lieutenant  there  in  his  Room;  And  upon  his  Removal  and  another  Person  Com- 
missionated  in  his  Room  as  aforesaid,  Resolved,  That  the  Sum  of  Ten  Shillings

Provided  always,  that  upon 
making  up  and  passing  the  Muster-RoUs,  it  be  well  Certified  that  the  Officers 
and  Soldiers  did  their  Duty  as  by  the  Establishment  of  that  Garrison  made  at  a 
Session  of  this  Court  held  at  Boston  May  29th.  1700,  is  required.

behalf  of  the  Eight  Tribes,  His  Honour  in  the  Name  of  the  Court  acquainted 
them,  That  the  Expressions  of  their  sincere  Friendship  and  renewing  the  Cove- 
nant-Chain with  us,  was  very  acceptable  in  the  way  they  had  perform'd  it,  and 
that  they  might  expect  an  Answer  to  the  several  Articles  and  Heads  they  had 
spoken  upon,  in  a  few  days.  The  Delegates  having  finished  their  Speech  at  this 
Interview,  withdrew. 

Mr.  Speaker  and  the  House  then  returned  to  their  own  Chamber.

IJm  Glad  to  see  You  Arrived  here  in  Health  and  Safety,  and  do  in  the  Name  of 
this  Great  Court  hid  you  Welcome  into  this  Government. 

I  do  observe  with  Pleasure  the  Appearance  of  so  many  of  the  Sachems  and  Chief 
Captains  of  your  Tribes,  and  look  upon  it  as  a  proof  of  your  Sincere  Friendship  that 
you  have  undertaken  so  long  a  Journey  pursuant  to  your  Resolutions  in  the  late  Treaty 
with  the  Commissioners  of  this  Province  at  Albany. 

/  make  no  doubt  the  Place  provided  for  your  Reception  and  Entertainment  is  agre- 
able  to  you,  and  due  Care  is  taken  to  furnish  you  with  all  Necessaries  for  your  Re- 
freshment and  Comfort  during  your  stay  with  us. 

I  Conclude  you  will  be  glad  to  rest  your  selves  a  short  space,  after  which  it  is  expected 
you  will  proceed  to  the  Business  you  are  come  upon. 

The  same  time  One  of  their  Chiefs  in  the  Name  of  the  Indians  made  Reply  to 
His  Honours  Speech  as  follows, 

YOU  (Hawwanaw  and  Kinsey)  We  Rejoyce  that  we  the  Delegates  of  the  Eight 
Nations  both  our  Councellours  and  Captains  of  War  are  safely  arrived  in  Bos- 
ton, We  take  notice  that  the  General  Court  say  we  shall  want  for  nothing  during  our 
stay  here;  it  was  our  Resolution  when  we  came  from  home  to  wait  on  this  Government 
here:  We  desire  that  the  Government  may  know  what  we  now  are  about  to  do,  which  is 
to  mourn  and  lament  after  the  way  of  our  Country. 

The  Speaker  holding  Three  strings  of  Wampum  in  his  hand,  proceeded,  and 
said,  We  are  arrived  here  and  before  our  coming  we  heard  the  News  at  which  your  and 
our  hearts  trembled,  We  desire  to  proceed  according  to  the  Custom  of  our  Land  to  wipe 
off  your  Tears,  The  Difficulties  you  met  with  {we  suppose)  have  obstructed  your  Speech, 
however  we  desire  to  be  looked  on  peaceably,  and  that  your  Throat  may  be  open  to  a 
free  Speech;  At  our  first  Arrival  we  met  with  terrible  News,  which  was  repeated,  of 
Persons  being  killed  and  wallowing  in  their  Blood,  but  we  hope  the  Blood  will  be  wiped 
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off  from  the  Bench  that  so  we  may  have  freedom  of  Speech.   And  the  Speaker  thereon 
laid  down  the  three  strings  of  Wampum. 

His  Honour  in  the  Name  of  the  Court  Replied,  We  take  it  very  kindly  that  you 
have  Expressed  so  great  Concern  for  us,  and  what  the  Enemy  Indians  have  done 
no  ways  lessens  the  Esteem  we  have  for  the  Eight  Nations,  and  have  no  further 
to  say  at  this  time,  and  that  if  there  is  any  thing  that  may  divert  them  in  the 
Town  until  we  see  them  again,  the  Interpreter  shall  wait  on  them,  and  shew  it 
unto  them. 

The  Indians  desired  to  wait  until  the  Arrival  of  Col.  Schuyler  before  they  pro- 
ceed to  further  Speech,  [  78  ] 

August  2Sth.  At  the  Council  Chamber.       PRESENT,  The  whole 

General  Court,  Col.  Schuyler,  and  the  Delegates  of  the  Eight  Nations. 

THe  Delegates  made  Three  Moans,  then  their  Speaker  made  a  Procession  thro' 
them,  lamenting  and  bemoaning,  which  continued  a  long  time,  being  now 
and  then  prompted  by  the  Tribes;  The  Procession  and  Lamentation  being  at  an 
end,  their  Speaker  took  his  Seat,  and  after  some  time  the  Delegates  made  another 
heavy  Moan,  Then  their  Speaker  arose  and  said.  At  our  Arrival  here  We  were 
before  this  Honourable  Court,  and  then  we  told  you,  that  we  should  stay  until 
Col.  Schuler's  Arrival,  that  so  he  might  hear  and  see  what  we  will  do,  which  he 
now  may,  being  present.  We  now  desire  you  will  take  notice  of  what  we  shall  say. 
Our  Hearts  as  well  as  yours  are  trembling  at  what  has  happened  to  you.  At  our 
Entrance  into  this  Province  our  first  News  was  that  Blood  was  shed  even  the 
Blood  of  our  Father  your  Minister,  which  Blood  was  spilt  by  the  Hatchet  of  our 
Children,  and  half  of  this  Belt  of  Wampum  we  lay  on  his  Corps,  the  other  half  of 
this  Belt  (all  the  while  holding  it  in  his  hand)  is  to  lay  on  the  Bodies  of  all  others 
that  have  been  Slain,  that  so  the  Earth  may  lie  in  a  suitable  Posture  round  and 
on  their  dead  Bodies,  as  this  Belt  of  Wampum  lyeth,  laying  down  the  same  on  the 
Table,  and  the  Speaker  sat  down;  After  some  time  arose  again,  and  holding  a  large 
Belt  of  Wampum  in  his  Hand,  said,  We  desire  you  may  have  peaceable  thoughts 
of  those  that  are  gone,  and  that  no  hindrance  may  be  from  thence  as  to  our  Treaty 
with  you,  and  we  desire  that  we  may  renew  our  Fire  here  in  this  Place,  i.  e.  That 
this  may  be  the  Place  of  Council,  and  that  while  we  are  here  the  Sun  may  shine 
bright,  and  that  there  may  be  no  Clouds  or  Darkness;  laying  down  the  Belt  of 
Wampum,  and  sat  down. 

Thereupon  the  Lieut.  Governour  thanked  them  for  their  Concern  for  those  that 
have  been  Slain,  and  assured  them  we  were  pleased  with  what  they  had  said,  and 
desired  they  would  proceed  with  their  Treaty  as  soon  as  may  be,  and  also  His 
Honour  acquainted  them  with  the  late  Mischiefs  done  Eastward,  and  added  that 
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this  Court  doubted  not  but  the  Delegates  were  sensible  the  Eastern  Indians  have 
broke  their  Faith  with  them,  and  that  they  will  have  a  proper  Resentment  thereof. 

August  29th.   In  the  Council  Chamber.       PRESENT,  The  Court,  &c. 

The  Lieut.  Governour  in  the  Name  of  the  Court  made  a  Speech  to  the  Indian 
Tribes,  and  laid  down  some  Blankets  instead  of  Belts  of  Wampum. 

Friends  and  Brethreti, 

I.  At  your  first  Meeting  with  us  you  wiped  off  our  Tears,  We  now  Remove  all 
Sorrow  from  your  Hearts. 

II.  Our  Hearts  and  Tongues  are  now  opened  to  a  free  Speech  with  you,  and  we 

expect  the  same  from  you. 

III.  You  may  be  assured  that  the  Blood  that  has  been  shed  is  now  washed  off, 
and  therefore  we  now  proceed  to  Answer  what  you  said  Yesterday. 

I.  We  are  glad  that  Col.  Schuyler  our  good  Friend  and  yours  is  come  hither  in 
Safety,  and  we  well  approve  that  he  should  hear  and  see  what  shall  pass  between 


us. 


2.  As  to  this  Belt  of  Wampum  which  you  laid  down  upon  the  Corps  of  your 
Father  the  Minister,  and  of  all  the  others  killed  by  the  Hatchet  of  your  Children 
the  Eastern  Indians,  We  take  it  very  kindly  that  you  Express  so  much  concern 
for  the  Death  of  our  People  your  Brethren,  and  we  take  this  Occasion  to  Condole 
with  you  the  loss  of  any  of  your  People. 

3.  According  to  your  desire  we  so  far  entertain  quiet  and  peaceable  thoughts  as 
to  those  that  are  gone,  that  no  hindrance  shall  be  from  them  as  to  our  Treaty  with 

you.  [  79  ] 

4.  We  are  very  willing  that  the  Fire  should  be  now  renewed  in  this  Place,  and 
that  all  difficulties  be  removed,  and  that  you  may  treat  with  us  here  as  occasion 
shall  require  with  utmost  freedom.  And  we  pray  the  Great  GOD  that  made  the 
Sun  may  shine  upon  our  present  Treaty,  and  bring  it  to  a  happy  Conclusion. 

Then  the  Indians  made  Three  Huzza's  to  denote  their  Satisfaction  and  Assent 
to  what  had  been  said.  After  which  one  of  the  Delegates  repeated  what  had  been 
said,  and  also  of  the  great  Trouble  they  had  been  at  in  coming  here,  and  what  had 
been  told  them  was  matter  of  Importance,  and  required  time  to  consider  of,  and 
took  what  had  been  said  kindly,  and  Thankfully  acknowledged  the  kindness 
shewn  them,  that  when  they  came  to  the  Treaty  they  hoped  that  the  Devil  would 
have  nothing  to  do  therein,  and  that  as  to  the  last  Article  in  the  Governours 
Speech,  they  would  do  what  they  can,  and  follow  the  steps  of  their  Fore-fathers. 

Septemh.     id.     PRESENT,  The  whole  Court,  &c. 

After  an  Introduction  or  desire  of  Attention  the  Delegates  by  their  Speaker 
made  the  following  Speeches. 
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Formerly  we  lived  alone,  and  were  Masters  of  this  Land,  afterwards  One  came 
over  the  Seas  from  a-far  who  had  a  Skin  like  one  of  us,  and  entred  our  Land, 
and  was  Master  of  our  Rivers,  who  we  had  discoursed  with,  and  was  welcome  to 
us,  he  was  a  Spaniard,  after  this  arrived  the  Dutch  who  brought  with  them  many 
things  we  wanted  and  never  saw  before.  We  gladly  saw  them  and  there  was  great 
Joy  on  both  sides,  who  sat  down  where  our  River  Indians  now  live,  after  whom 
came  the  English,  who  had  a  dispute  with  the  Dutch,  and  afterwards  the  English 
and  Dutch  became  Brethren,  and  were  Masters  of  the  Land  together:  And  from 
this  began  his  Speech.  Upon  this  Agreement  between  the  English  and  Dutch  they 
had  acquaintance  with  the  Maquoi's  and  the  other  Indians  which  has  been  handed 
down  from  time  to  time  to  us,  and  from  hence  it  is  that  this  Government  is  called, 
THE  BROADWAY.  The  reason  why  there  has  been  such  a  love  between 
us  and  the  English  was  because  they  had  what  suited  us,  and  we  had  what  suited 
them,  and  so  we  have  since  been  Brethren  and  entred  into  a  Covenant  between 
us,  which  was  not  to  be  broken,  You  have  fulfilled  all  your  Promises  to  us,  and  we 
have  done  the  same  to  you:  And  holding  a  Belt  of  Wampum  he  said.  This  Belt  of 
Wampum  Renews  the  said  Covenant,  and  that  we  may  treat  one  the  other  under 
the  Great  Tree  planted  at  Albany  signifyed  by  this  Belt  with  all  freedom  and  kind- 
ness as  Brethren.  At  the  first  Arrival  of  the  English  we  did  not  take  so  much  care 
of  their  Vessel  as  we  have  done  since,  but  did  only  fasten  it  with  a  Cord  of  Grass, 
after  this  our  Love  to  them  caused  us  to  take  more  care  and  fasten  their  Vessel 
with  a  stronger  Cord,  carrying  it  up  and  fastening  it  to  the  Great  Mountain  the 
Seneca's  Country,  least  that  the  Vessel  should  be  driven  from  us,  and  we  lose  their 
Friendship:  It  was  our  Fore-fathers  pleasure  afterwards  to  kindle  a  Fire  at  Albany, 
at  which  they  might  light  their  Pipes,  this  Fire  was  kindled  at  Albany,  not  at 
York  nor  at  Boston  nor  at  Virginia,  nor  any  where  else,  that  was  the  thought  and 
pleasure  of  our  Fore-fathers  that  the  good  Treaty  the  English  then  had  with  us 
might  not  bleed,  nor  we  find  any  trouble  about  it.  Thereon  laid  down  a  Belt 

of  Wampum.  Continuing, 

The  Tree  that  was  planted  by  our  Forefathers  a.t  Alb  any  wSiS  such  that  it  reaches 
up  to  the  Heavens,  and  may  be  seen  by  every  body,  which  has  also  been  supported 
by  us,  Queder,  and  the  Government  of  York.  In  the  first  place  we  took  hold  of  one 
anothers  Hands,  and  afterwards  with  a  String,  then  with  a  Chain  which  was 
strong:  Finally,  You  offered  a  Golden  Chain  which  has  firmly  bound  us  ever  since, 
and  will  continue  to  hold  us  and  our  Children  for  ever,  which  is  agreable  to  our 
Councellors  and  Men  of  War,  this  is  according  to  the  Covenant  and  Treaty  we 
entred  into  and  will  continue  to  the  Worlds  end,  and  will  never  grow  old;  For  our 
Covenant  Chain  is  such,  that  if  a  vast  Tree  should  fall  thereon  it  will  not  break, 
yea  if  the  Thunder  should  fall  upon  it,  yet  it  would  hold  fast,  but  [80]  if  it  might 
happen  to  break,  yet  we  would  again  renew  it.  When  we  first  entred  into  Cove- 
nant we  agreed  to  have  but  one  Heart,  one  Head,  one  Life,  this  is  what  we  Obliged 
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our  selves  to,  we  now  again  fasten  the  Chain  and  make  it  stronger  and  stronger 
least  some  Evil  Spirit  should  come  amongst  us,  we  also  make  it  as  bright  as  possi- 
ble. And  thereon  laid  down  a  Belt  of  Wampum. 

Then  taking  into  his  Hand  another  Belt  of  Wampum  proceeded. 
This  Belt  of  Wampum  is  to  desire  you  our  Brethren  may  never  endeavour  to 
withdraw  your  hands,  but  that  it  may  henceforward  be  as  always  it  has  heretofore 
been,  that  from  this  time  forward  you  are  desired  to  look  upon  the  Sun,  that  it 
may  be  a  perpetual  Memorial  between  us:  And  thereupon  laid  down  a  Belt  of 
Wampum,  and  sat  down. 

After  which  he  arose  and  proceeded. 
That  the  Six  Nations,  &  the  Two  Nations  their  Nephews  would  set  up  a  Tree 
next  adjoyning  to  the  Tree  set  up  for  the  Government  of  New  York,  which  Tree 
should  be  seen  throughout  the  whole  Earth.  And  thereupon  laid  down  a  Belt  of 
Wampum.  Then  Continuing, 

Our  Brother,  We  will  fix  a  Tree  for  you  at  Albany  that  so  you  may  know  our 
Sincerity,  adding,  We  now  spread  a  Cloth  for  those  to  set  on  that  shall  come  to 
the  Tree:  laying  down  a  Coat  of  Bever.  We  desire  also  that  if  any  of  our  Nations 
shall  come  again  as  Messengers,  or  for  further  Treaty,  they  may  be  well  received 
and  Entertained:  This  is  the  spreading  we  have  laid  under  the  Tree  for  those  to 
sit  upon  that  come  to  Albany  to  Treat  with  us,  and  we  desire  such  care  may  be 
taken  of  it  that  it  may  not  be  defiled  with  Blood,  for  it  is  our  Custom  to  Fight 
when  the  Carpet  is  defiled  with  Blood.  Then  laid  down  a  Pack  of  Skins. 

Then  taking  another  Belt  of  Wampum  in  his  Hand,  said. 

This  respects  more  People  that  are  gone  from  us,  and  have  setled  in  Canada, 
naming  Chucknawaugaw,  &  Oso  Recollect,  and  other  Indians  that  have  not 
medled  in  the  War.  We  the  Eight  Nations  have  agreed  that  Col.  Schuyler  be  de- 
sired to  draw  those  Nations  down  to  be  Ty^ated  with,  that  so  they  may  be  kept 
in  Peace  with  the  English.  We  do  not  mean  that  Col.  Schuyler  should  go  himself, 
but  that  he  should  send  some  Persons  upon  this  Affair.  And  laid  the  Belt  down 
for  Col.  Schuyler  to  send. 

We  were  desired  to  come  to  Albany  to  renew  the  Covenant  with  you,  which  we 
did  rejoycing,  but  behold  in  a  short  time  the  matter  is  turned  to  another  thmg. 
Your  Commissioners  proceeded  after  we  had  renewed  the  Covenant  to  put  the 
Hatchet  into  our  hands,  which  we  laid  by  our  side,  not  supposing  it  would  come 
to  what  it  is:  We  told  the  Commissioners  we  would  take  a  Coal  from  Queder's 
Fire  and  bring  here  to  Boston,  which  the  Eastern  Indians  our  Children  have  been 
acquainted  with  in  Order  for  their  meeting  us  and  you  here  in  Boston,  but  they 
refusing  to  come  and  meet  here,  and  having  spilt  the  Blood  of  the  English  our 
Brethren,  therefore  We  the  Six  Nations  and  the  Two  other  Tribes  now  lay  hold 
of  the  Hatchet  which  you  offer. 
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Now  our  Brother  the  Broad  Way  and  Pyncheon,  Let  us  make  no  mistake  in  our 
Management,  it  belongs  to  Him  that  is  at  home  His  Present  Majesty,  We  are  as 
a  Field  to  a  Man's  House,  we  desire  that  this  Belt  of  Wampum  may  cross  the  Seas, 
and  our  Eyes  will  be  upon  that,  that  we  may  not  go  astray,  we  desire  that  this 
Belt  may  be  offered  to  His  Majesty,  that  so  He  may  consider  of  it,  that  He  may 
know  how  we  are  bleeding  of  our  Wounds,  for  it  is  He  that  manages  War  and 
Peace.  We  say,  that  we  have  fast  hold  of  the  Hatchet  as  you  have,  but  we  desire 
this  Belt  may  be  immediately  sent  to  His  Majesty,  that  so  His  Pleasure  may  be 
known,  and  as  soon  as  the  Head  of  the  Canoe  or  Vessel  strikes  the  shoar,  we  desire 
you  would  send  directly  to  us,  and  we  will  come  forthwith.  And  then  laid  down 
the  said  Belt  of  Wampum. 

We  now  having  Accepted  the  Hatchet  from  you  as  Soldiers,  have  put  a  large 
Eye  into  your  Heads  that  you  may  look  about  you,  that  so  you  may  see  further 
than  ever  you  did:  We  desire  that  during  the  time  of  this  Belts  going  over  and  re- 
turning, you  would  have  a  good  care  to  look  about  you,  you  well  know  the  [  81  ] 
paths  they  have  heretofore  come  in  they  are  the  same  they  now  come  in,  therefore 
as  you  know  them  we  desire  you  would  be  very  careful  by  your  looking  about, 
perhaps  you  may  Captivate  some  of  them  and  thereby  you  and  we  may  know  how 
many  of  them  there  be  that  hurt  you,  for  we  cannot  now  tell  who  they  are,  nor 
how  many  they  be.  And  thereupon  he  laid  down  a  Belt  of  Wampum. 

We  are  now  proceeding  upon  what  was  agreed  upon  by  Our  Forefathers,  It  Is 
only  multiplying  Words  to  Repeat  It,  we  desire  you  would  take  particular  notice 
of  This  which  is  our  Death  and  yours.  We  desire  that  this  may  always  be  kept  In 
memory  that  this  which  we  call  Death  may  appear,  when  a  Great  Army  of  Men 
appear  against  you  that  a  Post  may  go  Night  and  Day  to  us  through  our  whole 
Country,  this  we  call  a  Candle,  and  may  walk  Day  and  Night,  and  may  give  Intel- 
ligence to  one  another  of  any  danger. 

Now  our  Brethren,  The  BROJDW^JY  &  Pyncheon,  and  all  that  are  here  pres- 
ent, this  Is  to  let  you  know  these  arc  .e  Articles  we  have  to  lay  down  before  you, 
what  Articles  we  have  engaged  in,  are  not  of  small  importance,  but  what  we  heart- 
ily engaged  in:  what  we  have  said  lies  before  you.  Thereupon  laid  down  a  Belt  of 
Wampum.  There  Is  another  thing  which  we  did  not  come  upon,  but  It  Is  the  Cus- 
tom on  our  Treaties  to  have  our  Hatchets  and  Kettles  put  in  Order. 

The  Lieut.  Governour  in  the  Name  of  the  Court  said,  That  the  Expressions  of 
Friendship  now  made  by  the  Delegates  are  as  Great  as  the  Tree  mentioned  by 
them,  and  the  Articles  being  of  Concern  will  be  answered  the  next  time  of  Treaty. 

Septemb.  6th.  The  Lieut.  Governour  In  the  Name  of  the  Court  made  Answer 
to  the  several  Articles  mentioned  by  the  Delegates  In  the  last  Meeting. 
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Friends  and  Brethren, 

1.  T  T  TE  have  observed  with  Satisfaction  the  Account  you  have  given  Us  of 

y  Y  your  first  Acquaintance  with  the  English,  and  of  the  several  Treaties 
between  us  and  your  Nations  from  the  beginning  to  this  Day,  which  we  find  agre- 
able  to  our  Ancient  Records,  and  to  the  Account  given  us  by  our  Forefathers  of 
the  same,  and  are  glad  to  find  that  by  so  often  renewing  the  Covenant,  the  Friend- 
ship between  us  and  you  has  been  so  strongly  confirmed  and  continued  without 
any  Infraction  as  at  this  Day:  And  as  we  have  hitherto  inviolably  kept  all  our 
Promises  to  you,  so  we  do  now  again  assure  you  of  our  constant  Friendship  to  you 
for  the  future,  and  that  you  may  at  all  times  treat  with  us  as  Brethren  whenever 
we  meet  together. 

Then  a  Piece  of  Plate  with  the  Figure  of  a  Turtle  Engraved  thereon  was  laid 
down. 

2.  We  agree  with  you  to  have  but  one  Hand  and  one  Heart,  and  are  desirous 
that  the  Friendship  between  us  should  remain  in  It's  force  and  vigour  to  the 
Worlds  end,  and  we  are  well  pleased  to  find  that  the  Union  is  so  strict  between  us 
that  no  evil  Spirit  shall  be  able  to  break  or  disannul  it. 

Than  a  Piece  of  Plate  with  the  Figure  of  a  Heart  Engraved  thereon  was  laid 
down. 

3.  You  here  see  In  a  General  Assembly  the  whole  Government  of  this  Province, 
who  do  in  a  publick  manner  engage  that  they  will  not  withdraw  their  Hands  from 
the  Golden  Chain,  but  will  endeavour  to  keep  it  bright  and  strong  as  long  as  the 
Sun  shall  endure. 

Then  a  Piece  of  Plate  with  the  Figure  of  the  Sun  Engraved  thereon  was  laid 
down. 

4.  We  take  notice  you  propose  to  set  up  at  Albany  a  Tree  of  Treaty  with  us, 
near  the  Tree  that  Is  set  up  for  the  Government  of  York,  which  we  allow  to  be  a 
proper  Place  when  there  Is  a  General  Treaty  of  the  several  Governments  with  the 
Six  Nations,  But  when  there  is  a  Treaty  of  this  Government  only,  we  judge  the 
proper  Place  to  be  either  here  in  Boston,  or  some  other  Town  within  this  Province 
as  we  and  you  shall  agree,  especially  since  we  are  more  capable  of  giving  you  good 
Treatment  and  Entertainment  In  this  Province  than  in  any  other  place. 

Then  a  Piece  of  Plate  with  the  Figure  of  a  Tree  Engraved  thereon  was  laid 
down.  [  82  ] 

5.  We  have  already  by  our  Commissioners  when  at  Albany  sent  some  Blankets 
to  the  Tribe  of  Cagnewaga  Indians,  who  have  received  the  same  very  kindly,  and 
we  shall  desire  and  enable  Col.  Schuyler  (whose  Readiness  and  Fidelity  in  serving 
us  and  you  has  been  always  manifest)  to  go  on  in  engaging  not  only  those  Indians 
but  also  others  who  have  not  already  taken  part  with  the  Eastern  Indians,  to  con- 
tinue In  Friendship  with  us  and  you. 
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Then,  a  Piece  of  Plate  with  the  Figure  of  a  Bear  Engraved  thereon  was  laid 
down. 

6.  We  take  notice  that  out  of  Tenderness  to  the  Eastern  Indians  (whom  you 
Term  your  Children)  you  had  laid  by  you  the  Hatchet  we  had  offered  you,  because 
those  Indians  had  laid  their  Hatchet  at  your  feet,  by  that  Action  disarming  them- 
selves, and  engaging  to  forbear  all  further  Acts  of  Hostility  against  us,  but  now 
that  instead  of  coming  hither,  they  have  cast  the  utmost  Scorn  and  Contempt 
upon  you,  and  in  defiance  both  of  us  and  you  at  the  very  time  they  should  have 
met  you  here,  have  fallen  upon  our  People  your  Brethren  all  along  the  Frontiers 
and  spilt  their  Blood,  and  thereby  given  the  most  convincing  Evidence  of  their 
Great  Falshood  and  Treachery,  we  think  you  could  do  no  less  in  Justice  to  your 
selves,  and  in  Friendship  to  us,  than  to  take  up  the  Hatchet  against  them  as  you 
have  done,  especially  since  you  assured  our  Commissioners  at  Albany  that  in  case 
those  Indians  should  smite  any  of  our  People  your  Brethren  again,  that  you  should 
feel  the  smart  of  it  your  selves,  and  that  you  would  joyn  together  and  fall  upon 
them. 

Then  a  Piece  of  Plate  with  the  Figure  of  a  Hatchet  Engraved  thereon  was  laid 
down. 

7.  We  observe  your  desire  that  a  Belt  of  Wampum  should  be  sent  forward  to 
His  Majesty  King  George,  which  shall  be  done  so  far  as  to  Represent  to  His 
Majesty  your  readiness  to  joyn  with  us  against  the  Eastern  Indians,  and  there- 
upon to  Recommend  you  to  His  Favour;  but  this  Government  having  full  power 
from  His  Majesty  to  make  War  upon  those  Indians,  you  have  no  reason  to  delay 
going  out  against  them,  'till  an  Answer  comes  back  from  the  King,  but  since  you 
have  made  it  known  to  a  Committee  of  this  Court,  That  you  are  desirous  to  bring 
in  some  other  Tribe  to  your  Assistance,  or  at  least  to  engage  them  to  stand  Neu- 
ters, and  that  several  of  your  Fighting  Men  are  now  Warring  against  a  Nation  of 
Indians  living  at  a  great  distance  from  you,  whom  it  will  take  some  time  to  Recall, 
and  you  having  offered  this  as  the  reason  for  your  not  generally  proceeding  against 
the  Eastern  Indians  at  this  time  We  accept,  as  having  weight  in  it,  and  desire  you 
will  dispatch  those  matters  as  soon  as  may  be,  that  so  you  may  then  with  the 
Body  of  your  Fighting  Men  vigorously  pursue  the  Enemy,  but  we  expect  that 
in  the  mean  time  you  will  allow  and  encourage  such  of  your  Young  Men  as  shall 
incline  to  proceed  immediately  against  them:  The  sparing  a  small  Number  of 
your  Men  can  be  no  way  injurious  to  you,  but  may  be  of  Service  to  us,  and  you 
may  depend  upon  it  that  according  to  our  Promise  made  by  our  Commissioners 
at  Albany,  they  shall  be  well  rewarded;  Let  this  matter  have  a  proper  Considera- 
tion and  your  Answer  with  what  dispatch  you  can. 

Then  a  Piece  of  Plate  with  the  Figure  of  a  Ship  Engraved  thereon  was  laid 
down. 

8.  We  think  your  Proposal  very  Reasonable,  that  if  any  Number  of  the  Enemy 
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should  be  discovered  by  us  coming  against  you,  that  a  Post  should  go  by  Night 
and  by  Day  to  inform  you  of  the  Danger,  and  we  expect  that  you  will  take  care  to 
dispatch  to  us  the  same  Advice  on  all  Occasions. 

Then  a  piece  of  Plate  with  the  Figure  of  a  Wolf  Engraved  thereon  was  laid 
down. 

We  have  already  given  Orders  that  your  Guns,  Hatchets,  and  Kettles,  should 
according  to  your  desire,  be  mended  at  the  Charge  of  this  Government.  [  83  ] 

September  nth.    Meeting  of  the  Court  and  Delegates,  &c.    In  the  Council 

Chamber. 

THE  Lieutenant  Governour  tells  them  that  the  Court  understand  that  two 
Articles  in  their  Speech,  they  thought  was  not  fully  answered,  which  now 
shall  be  spoke  unto,  and  made  the  Speech  as  follows.  These  Blankets  are  an  en- 
largement of  the  Carpet  or  Covering  you  have  spread  under  the  Tree  for  our  Com- 
missioners and  your  Delegates  to  sit  upon  at  any  after  Treaties  we  shall  have.  We 
kindly  accept  your  Caution  to  look  out  and  discover  the  motions  of  our  Enemy, 
and  shall  endeavour  to  secure  our  People,  and  hope  that  we  and  you  shall  Capti- 
vate some  of  the  Enemy,  by  whom  we  may  gain  Intelligence  that  may  be  a  direc- 
tion to  us. 

Indians  Answer, 

We  have  spread  a  Cloth  under  the  Tree  we  have  set  up  for  you  at  Albany,  we 
return  Thanks  that  you  also  have  done  the  same,  we  return  Thanks  also  that  the 
General  Court  have  answered  us  as  to  our  Proposal  for  looking  out  for  the  Enemy 
and  Captivate  some  of  them.  When  we  were  here  last  you  answered  us  as  to  our 
several  Articles  which  was  to  our  Satisfaction,  and  we  Thank  you  for  it,  but  we 
are  impoverished  and  have  no  Belts  left  to  give  you,  you  desired  us  Old  Men  that 
we  would  not  be  opposite  to  our  Young  Men's  going  out;  we  will  be  no  hindrance 
to  them,  but  it  shall  be  as  you  desired,  most  of  them  are  at  present  abroad,  but 
when  they  return  we  will  inform  them  of  this.  Our  Customs  are  not  as  yours,  we 
the  Councillors  cannot  command  Young  Men  to  go  out,  Captains  of  War  must 
move  first  in  that  Matter. 

As  to  your  Proposal  of  having  a  Tree  of  Treaty  set  up  in  this  Province  when  we 
Treat  with  this  Government  only,  we  observe  it,  and  as  it  is  said,  it  is  fit  to  meet 
at  Albany  when  the  Treaty  is  with  this  and  the  other  Governments  together,  but 
to  meet  in  this  Province  when  the  Treaty  is  particularly  with  this  Government 
we  acquiesce  in  it,  but  desire  that  such  Treaties  may  be  in  the  first  Town  in  the 
Province,  because  it  is  with  great  difficulty  our  Old  Men  come  hither. 

We  brought  a  Coal  with  us,  and  have  kindled  the  Fire  here,  and  now  having 
gone  through  our  Treaty  of  Peace,  and  what  has  followed,  we  now  desire  to  return 
and  carry  back  the  Coal  with  us. 
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The  Lieutenant  Governour  told  them,  That  what  they  said  was  as  acceptable 
as  if  they  laid  down  their  Pledges  at  the  same  time,  We  take  it  very  kindly  that 
you  have  Promised  not  to  discourage  your  Young  Men  from  going  out  as  soon 
as  may  be.  I  see  a  great  many  of  your  brave  Young  Men  here,  and  if  they  will 
now  go  out  it  will  be  very  acceptable,  and  they  shall  have  all  possible  encourage- 
ment. I  suppose  you  are  all  acquainted  with  the  Reward  allowed  by  the  Gov- 
ernment for  Scalps,  if  not  you  shall  have  Copies  of  the  Act.  We  apprehend  you 
are  fully  engaged  in  the  War  with  us,  and  we  shall  be  very  punctual  in  performing 
our  Promises  to  you.  We  desire  you  should  see  the  Castle  to  morrow,  and  shall 
have  a  Vessel  ready  to  carry  you  down  thither. 

An  Indian  standing  up  held  a  Belt  in  his  hand,  said,  We  desire  our  Brother 
The  BROAD  WAY  and  Pyncheon  would  hear  what  we  have  to  say,  It  is  an  hard 
Thing,  and  as  much  as  we  can  do  to  speak  it.  Delivering  the  Belt  of  Wampum,  We 
the  Six  Nations  have  considered  both  what  was  said  last  Year  and  this. 

You  have  several  of  our  Nephews  in  your  Prison,  we  desire  that  the  Doors  may 
be  opened,  and  that  they  may  be  delivered  to  us,  there  are  Five  of  them.  We 
have  knowledge  of  all  you  have  done,  and  you  of  what  we  have  done,  and  we  hope 
all  is  well  done:  When  you  have  answered  this  Proposition,  we  shall  turn  our  Faces 
homewards. 

The  Lieut.  Governour  said,  We  have  done  at  present,  but  they  shall  have  our 
Answer  another  time.  [  84  ] 

At  a  Conference  held  in  the  Council  Chamber  on  the  lyth.  of  September  1723. 
PRESENT,  The  Lieut.  Governour,  Council  and  Assembly,  Col.  Schuy- 
ler, and  the  Delegates. 
THE  Lieut.  Governour  in  the  Name  of  the  Court  acquainted  the  Indian 
Tribes,  That  the  Court  took  notice  that  the  Delegates  acquiesce  in  our 
Proposal,  that  particular  Treaties  between  us  and  them  should  be  in  some  place 
within  this  Government,  and  that  they  desire  it  may  be  in  the  first  Town  in  the 
Province  because  of  the  difficulty  of  their  Old  Men  coming  hither:  We  therefore 
fix  upon  Deerfield  as  the  place  for  future  Treaties;  and  thereon  in  the  Name  of  the 
Court  delivered  them  a  Belt  of  Wampum  with  a  Seal  in  a  Silver  Box  appending. 
And  His  Honour  further  acquainted  them,  That  the  Court  had  taken  into  Con- 
sideration their  desire  that  Paucaunalmett,  his  Wife,  and  three  Children,  whom 
we  have  in  Custody  might  be  delivered  to  them,  as  a  mark  of  our  Great  Friend- 
ship to  them,  We  Consent  thereto,  and  they  are  here  ready  to  be  delivered  to  you, 
if  you  will  engage  to  take  them  home  with  you,  and  that  they  shall  for  the  future 
demean  themselves  as  Loyal  Subjects  to  King  G  e  o  r  g  e,  and  peaceably  towards 
all  his  Subjects;  and  accordingly  they  did  engage,  and  the  said  Paucaunalmett  and 
his  Family  were  delivered  up,  and  then  he  declared  he  would  be  as  One  of  the 
Maquois,  and  conform  himself  to  them  and  Fight  with  them.   The  Lieutenant 
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Governour  added,  As  you  have  Consented  that  your  Young  Men  should  go  out 
against  the  Enemy  as  soon  as  they  can  get  themselves  ready,  we  have  provided  a 
Medal  which  is  left  in  Col.  Schuyler's  hand,  to  be  presented  to  the  Captain  of  the 
First  Party  that  goes  out  against  the  Indian  Enemy. 

And  then  the  Lieutenant  Governour  in  the  Name  of  the  Court  went  on  and 
made  the  following  Speech:  That  this  Government  are  willing  and  desirous  to 
Instruct  One  or  Two  of  their  Young  Sons  of  each  of  their  Tribes  at  our  College,  so 
as  to  accomplish  them  with  Learning  sufficient  to  enable  them  to  Teach  the 
Tribes  the  Knowledge  of  the  Christian  Religion,  the  only  True  and  Saving  Faith, 
and  we  desire  to  know  if  they  do  Accept  of  it,  and  in  the  mean  time,  we  are  willing 
to  provide  them  with  a  Minister  and  Schoolmaster,  if  they  will  Accept  and  kindly 

Receive  them. 

To  which  the  Indians  Answered,  We  will  consider  of  it,  and  give  you  our  An- 
swer. After  which  two  Young  Men  more  offered  to  go  immediately  into  the  War 
Eastward,  and  Sang  a  War  Song:  Four  of  their  Young  Men  having  offered  pri- 
vately before  to  go  into  the  War. 

September  iSth. 

THE  Tribes  waited  on  the  Court  in  the  Council  Chamber  to  take  leave  and 
said.  They  would  acquaint  their  several  Tribes  of  the  last  offer  made  by 
the  General  Court,  for  which  they  were  Thankful,  and  would  acquaint  Col. 
Schuyler  with  their  Resolution  therein,  and  then  after  Nine  Huzza's,  according 
to  their  Custom,  took  leave  of  the  whole  Court. 

September  20th.  1723.   The  Foregoing  Articles  were  Stipulated  and 
Province  Agreed  upon  by  and  between  the  Great  and  General  Court  of  the 

Seal.  Province  of  the  Massachusetts-Bay  in  New-England,  and  the  Dele- 

gates of  the  Six  Nations  of  Iroquoise,  with  the  Mohegun  and  Scata- 
cook  Indians,  at  the  several  Conferences  had  with  them  in  the  pres- 
ent Session.

Artillery  in  Levelling,  Traversing,  Loading,  and  Firing  the  Guns,  &c.  that  so 
in  time  they  may  be  capable  of  that  Duty  in  actual  Service.  And  this  present 
Establishment  to  Commence  and  begin  from  the  making  up  the  [  87  ]  last  Muster- 
RoU  of  that  Garrison,  and  from  thence  to  be  in  Force  and  Vertue  until  the  Term 
of  Four  Years  be  expired,  Provided,  that  it  be  made  to  appear  to  this  Court  before 
any  Muster-Roll  for  that  Garrison  be  passed  for  Payment,  that  the  Officers  and 
Soldiers  have  performed  the  Service  enjoyned  by  this  Establishment.

IT  is  now  the  Time  of  your  ordinary  Session  for  the  great  Affairs  of  the  Country, 
which  I  hope  you  will  pursue  with  that  Prudence,  Steadiness  and  Dispatch  that 
may  be  expected  from  you. 

I  shall  not  entertain  You  with  many  Words,  but  assure  you  I  shall  be  very  glad  to 
Serve  His  Majesty  and  the  Interest  of  the  Province,  in  passing  any  good  and  necessary 
Laws  or  Orders  agreable  to  the  Duty  of  my  Station. 
Gentlemen  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
The  Treasurer  has  represented  to  Me  and  the  Council  that  He  has  no  Bills  in  the 
Treasury,  the  last  Supply  being  all  Issued  {the  Accompt  of  which  He  will  forthwith  lay 
before  You.)  It  will  be  therefore  necessary  that  you  come  to  a  Speedy  Resolution  for  a 
New  Emission,  and  that  it  be  done  in  such  a  Manner  as  shall  be  conjistani  with  the 
Honour  of  the  Government,  and  so  as  the  Publick  Affairs  may  not  Suffer  in  this  time 
of  War.

Gentlemen  of  the  Representatives, 
I  think  it  of  great  Importance,  That  Rutland  y  Northfield  which  are  Barriers  to 
the  Towns  within  should  be  Strengthened,  and  the  Inhabitants  {who  are  daily  drawing 
off  their  Families)  encouraged  to  remain  there;  and  therefore  I  recommend  it  to  your 
Consideration  to  provide  for  a  Number  of  Men  sufficient  for  their  Protection,  and  I 
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shall  then  reinforce  the  Garrisons  there  accordingly.  I  take  this  Occasion  likewise  to 
observe  to  you  the  State  of  Richmond-Fort  {which  is  a  Port  of  great  Consequence) 
that  part  of  the  Fortification  is  gone  to  decay,  and  without  being  speedily  Repaired  will 
fall  to  the  Ground:  It  will  be  of  good  Service  to  Vote  a  Sum  for  those  Repairs,  and  for 
building  Barracks  without  the  Fort,  which  the  Mohawks  desire  for  their  Accommoda- 
tion, the  Charge  not  being  great,  and  now  the  proper  Season  is  coming  on  for  Cutting 
the  Timber.

Since  I  gave  out  my  Orders  agreeable  to  desires  of  the  General  Court,  relating  to  the 
Fort  on  George's  River;  I  find  the  Gentlemen  claiming  at  Mescongus  {rather  than 
that  Country  should  be  abandoned  to  the  Enemy)  did  agree  to  support  that  Garrison 
until  the  Meeting  of  this  Court,  in  hopes  that  Affair  might  then  be  reconsidered.  And 
I  must  acquaint  you,  that  the  evacuating  of  Forts,  at  this  critical  Juncture,  seems 
highly  inconvenient;  inasmuch  as  it  tends  to  inspirit  and  hearten  the  Enemy,  and  will 
probably  give  Umbrage  to  the  Six  Nations  in  Confederacy  with  us,  to  whom  it  con- 
cerns us  {as  we  have  hitherto  done)  to  give  all  proper  Encouragement;  and  therefore  I 
desire  that  matter  may  have  a  due  Consideration  as  soon  as  may  be.

General  Court  with  every  minute  and  inconsiderable  Accompt  of  Charge,  and 
draw  out  the  Sessions  (as  has  been  of  late  experienced)  to  an  unusual  and  tedious 
length,  both  to  the  great  Increase  of  the  Publick  Charge,  and  the  vast  detriment 
of  the  Members  that  attend  the  same;  but  will  also  prove  extremely  prejudicial 
to  particular  Persons,  that  are  necessarily  employed  in  the  Publick  Service,  who 
by  means  hereof  will  be  often  kept  a  long  Time  out  of  their  just  dues,  of  which 
heavy  Complaints  have  been  already  made;  and  the  Publick  Credit  is  thereby 
much  impaired;  and  the  Board  are  well  assured  that  by  the  practice  of  late  used 
for  every  Accompt  and  Muster-Roil  to  pass  the  Examination  of  the  whole  Court, 
more  would  be  found  upon  a  just  Computation  to  have  been  left,  than  saved  to 
the  Province;  and  the  Council  judge  they  cannot  in  Duty  to  their  Country  con-

The  House  having  taken  into  their  serious  consideration  the  Message  of  the  Honour- 
able Board,  of  the  i^th  Instant,  respecting  the  Resolve  for  Supply  of  the  Treasury;  are 
of  Opinion,  That  the  said  Resolve  in  the  several  Clauses  thereof,  contains  nothing 
but  what  the  Board  heretofore  have  hinted  on  the  like  Occasion,  and  has  been  an- 
swered by  the  House,  &  then  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury  been  agreed  on  by  the 
whole  Court,  conformable  to  that  last  sent  up,  which  is  founded  on  the  Powers 
and  Directions  in  the  Royal  CHARTER  for  granting  Rates  and  Taxes. 

The  First  Objection  made  by  the  Board  is  against  those  Words,  ^^  Allowed  or 
Passed  on  for  Payment  by  this  Court,''''  for  that  the  Effect  thereof  would  incumber 
the  Business  of  the  Court,  and  prove  extreamly  prejudicial  to  particular  Persons, 
i^c  Which  Observation  the  House  are  of  Opinion,  is  not  well  founded,  for  that  the 
General  Court's  Auditing  the  particular  Accompts  of  Persons,  though  some  are 
but  small,  does  not  much  prolong  the  Session,  nor  is  at  present,  the  Reason  of  any 
One's  being  kept  out  of  their  just  Dues,  or  the  Publick  Credit  impaired:  If  the 
Treasury  be  supplied  with  PubHck  Bills  of  Credit  seasonably,  no  One  will  have 
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occasion  to  complain  on  that  Head:  But  it  seems  strange  if  the  House  desire  the 
Examination  of  all  Accompts  of  Charge,  before  they  pass  for  Payment,  that  they 
should  be  denyed;  more  especially,  considering  they  Represent  the  People,  who 
by  their  Rates  and  Taxes  Supply  the  Treasury,  But  should  the  Method  now  prac- 
tised by  examining  the  several  Accompts,  detain  the  Court  some  Days,  yet  our 
Principals  being  well  pleased,  That  all  Accompts  should  be  examined  by  the 
House  of  Representatives  before  any  Order  be  passed  for  Payment;  and  therefore 
They  and  We  account  it  a  good  and  wholsome  Practice,  and  not  to  be  parted 
with.  As  to  the  Reason  assigned  by  the  Honourable  Board  for  their  not  coming 
into  the  Supply  as  sent  up,  viz.  "  That  they  shall  be  incapacitated  thereby  from  doing 
what  might  be  necessary  for  the  Defence  of  the  Government,  &c.  The  House  are  of 
Opinion,  That  inasmuch  as  no  such  Difficulty  or  Inconvenience  has  been  experi- 
enced; and  more  especially  considering  the  Intermission  between  this  and  the 
next  Session  of  this  Court  will  not  be  long;  that  the  Government  will  be  defended, 
and  His  Majesty's  good  Subjects  Preserved  and  Protected,  without  any  great  In- 
convenience or  Damage.  [  59  ] 

The  next  Objection  relates  to  the  Restriction  of  the  Five  Hundred  Pounds/or  Ex- 
presses, &c.  to  the  Recess  of  the  Court,  which  they  are  pleas'd  to  term  Mean  ^  Dis- 
honourable: To  which  the  House  say,  The  matters  of  the  smallest  Value  have  never 
been  insisted  on  in  this  Case;  but  while  the  Court  is  sitting,  are  of  opinion  the 
House  ought  to  be  advised  with,  especially  in  Pecuniary  Matters,  and  think  the 
Board  cannot  account  it  Mean  and  Dishonourable  so  to  do. 

As  to  the  Third,  viz.  "  That  the  several  Drafts  should  express  out  of  what  Sum  they 
are  to  be  paid,  &c.  The  House  cannot  apprehend  such  a  Groundless  Jealousy  or 
Distrust  of  their  FideUty  necessarily  implyed,  much  less  designed  therein,  for  as- 
much  as  it  might  be  only  to  direct  the  Treasurer  in  charging  the  same  to  the  proper 
Accompt  it  belongs;  or  it  might  be  (as  indeed  it  is  designed  to  be)  a  safe  Method 
in  case  of  any  Alteration  or  Changes  that  may  come,  when  Precedents  may  be 
urged  as  strong  Arguments  to  fall  into  the  Practice  now  pleaded  for  by  the  Board. 
Neither  are  We  sensible  of  any  great  Difficulty  or  Incumbrance  brought  on  our 
Publick  Affairs  by  the  proposed  Compliance. 

Upon  the  Whole,  The  House  being  always  ready  and  willing  to  take  the  best 
Methods  for  the  Benefit  and  Safety  of  this  Province;  Do  therefore  desire  the  Hon- 
ourable Board,  upon  more  mature  Consideration,  to  Concurr  with  them  in  the 
Resolve  now  posed,  as  being  the  best  Way  to  secure  to  Us  and  Our  Posterity,  One 
of  those  Valuable  Privileges,  which  by  Our  happy  Constitution  We  now  enjoy. 
Sent  up  by  Mr.  Wainwright,  Mr.  Phillips,  Capt.  Epes,  and  Mr.  Little. 
Then  the  House  Adjourn'd  till  to  Morrow  Morning  Nine  a-Clock. 
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MR.  Speaker  Clark  being  necessarily  detained  from  the  House  on  some  spe- 
cial Occasions,  Voted,  That  William  Dudley  Esq;  be  Speaker  of  the  House 
Pro  Tempore.

mand prompt  Payment.  Provided  such  Accompts  of  Incident  Charges  exceed  not 
the  Sum  of  One  Thousand  Pounds  (part  of  the  Twenty  five  Thousand  Pounds 
aforesaid)  and  the  Warrant  by  which  such  Drafts  are  made  do  express  and  make 
mention  of  the  Sum  of  One  Thousand  Pounds  aforementioned.  And  the  said  Bills 
shall  pass  out  of  the  Treasury  at  the  Value  therein  expressed.

The  Board  having,  in  Compliance  with  the  desire  of  the  Honourable  House  in  their 

Message  of  Yesterday,  again  taken  into  Consideration  the  Resolve  for  supply  of  the 

Treasury,  do  find  themselves  more  than  ever  obliged  to  insist  on  their  Amendment;  For 

that  the  further  We  compare  it  with  the  Rules  and  Powers  oj  the  Royal  CHARTER, 

the  more  consonant  We  find  it  there-unto.  The  Clause  for  Raising  of  Taxes  being  in 

these  Words,  "We  do  Give  and  Grant,  ^c.  That  the  General  Court  or  Assembly 

'shall  have  full  Power  and  Authority  to  Impose  and  Levy  proportionable  and 

'reasonable  Assessments,  Rates  and  Taxes  upon  the  Estates  and  Persons  of  all 

'and  every  the  Proprietors  or  Inhabitants  of  Our  said  Province  or  Territory,  to 

'be  issued  and  disposed  of  by  Warrant  under  the  Hand  of  theGovernour  of  Our 

'said  Province,  for  the  Time  being,  with  the  Advice  and  Consent  of  the  Council, 

'for  Our  Service  in  the  necessary  Defence  and  Support  of  Our  Government  of  Our 

'said  Province  or  Territory,  and  the  Protection  and  Preservation  of  the  Inhabit- 

'ants  there,  according  to  such  Acts,  as  are  or  shall  be  in  Force  within  Our  said 

rrovmce. 

Now  for  the  House  to  argue.  That  because  the  General  Court  have  Power  to 
impose  and  levy  Taxes,  and  the  People  are  obliged  to  pay  the  Sum  granted.  There- 
fore they  may  justly  claim  the  Appropriating  and  Restricting  thereof  in  such  a 
Manner  as  in  the  said  Resolve  is  express'd.  Is  an  Inference  so  strange  and  foreign, 
as  no  rational  Construction  of  the  Words  will  allow;  Whereas  the  Amendment 
made  by  the  Board  will  be  found  upon  due  Examination  not  only  to  correspond 
with  the  Words  of  the  CHARTER,  and  the  manifest  Intention  thereof,  but  also 
best  to  Serve  the  true  Interest  of  the  Province;  And  if  an  Argument  in  this  Case  is 
to  be  drawn  from  Practice,  the  Board  have  vastly  the  Advantage  on  their  side, 
for  the  like  Method  to  what  is  now  proposed  by  the  Council  has  been  practiced 
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upon  for  near  Twenty  Years  together,  with  much  Advantage  and  Safety  to  the 
Province;  Whereas  the  Method  now  offered  by  the  House  for  the  supply  of  the 
Treasury  has  been  but  very  lately  introduced,  and  that  with  great  Reluctance  on 
the  Part  of  the  Board,  As  fore-seeing  the  unavoidable  Difficulties  in  which  it 
would  involve  the  PubHck  Affairs  of  the  Government,  The  Truth  of  which  by 
Experience  has  been  since  confirmed. 

It  has  been  always  observable,  That  the  Stability  and  Safety  of  all  Govern- 
ments does  consist  in  each  constituent  Part's  Enjoying  and  Exercising  the  Rights 
and  Powers  vested  in  them  respectively  by  the  Constitution;  And  when  ever  one 
part  has  wrested  the  same  from  the  other,  it  has  proved  very  detrimental  if  not 
subversive  of  the  whole. 

It  is  very  surprizing  to  the  Board  to  observe  the  Message  from  the  House  in 
such  Terms  as  these,  "That  they  had  done  their  Duty  by  Ordering  a  sufficient 
"  Sum  for  Payment  of  the  Publick  Debts  Agreable  to  the  Powers  and  Privileges 
"they  hold  by  the  Royal  CHARTER."  Whereas  by  a  due  Inspection  of  the 
CHARTER  it  will  be  found.  That  the  Powers  &  Privileges  therein  contained  are 
not  vested  in  the  House  singly  and  distinctly  consider'd,  but  joyntly  in  the  Gen- 
eral Court.  And  whereas  the  [  77  ]  House  so  frequently  make  Mention  of  their 
Faithfulness  to  their  Principals;  If  thereby  they  mean  the  People  of  this  Province, 
The  Council  have  on  all  Occasions  had  and  exercised  as  great  a  Concern  for  their 
Safety  and  Welfare  as  the  House;  And  from  a  due  Regard  thereto,  as  well  as  fronri 
a  Desire  always  to  act  in  Conformity  to  the  Directions  of  the  CHARTER,  The 
Board  think  themselves  obliged  to  insist  on  their  Amendment. 

The  Council  cannot  but  hope,  That  the  Reasons  here  offer'd  will  prevail  with 
the  Honourable  House  to  concur  with  Our  Amendment,  But  if  it  should  prove 
otherwise,  We  being  earnestly  desirous  that  both  Houses  may  come  to  a  good 
Understanding  and  Agreement  in  this  important  Affair,  do  propose  a  Conference 
either  by  the  whole  Court  or  between  Committees  of  each  House,  to  be  had  as 
speedily  as  may  be.  /•  Willard,  Seer.

And  continued  by 
several  Prorogations  to  Wednesday  the  Twenty-second  Day  of  ^pttlt  ^ItnO 
SDOtntnit  1724,  and  then  Met,  being  the  Fourth  Session  of  the  said  Court. 

A  Quorum  of  the  House  appearing,  Mr.  Speaker  Communicated  Two  Let- 
ters, dated  Whitehall,  Feb.  26th.  1723,  4.  One  from  Mr.  Anthony  Sander- 
son, the  other  from  Messieurs  Elisha  Cooke  Esq;  and  the  said  Mr.  San- 
derson, Agents  for  this  House  inclosing  a  Copy  of  their  Petition  to  the  King's 
Most  Excellent  Majesty,  for  a  Hearing  before  His  Majesty  in  Council,  to  make 
Answer  to  the  Complaint  exhibited  against  them  by  Governour  Shute  in  his  late 
Memorial  to  His  Majesty;  with  several  other  Papers  referring  to  said  Memorial 
and  Answer.  Read. 

A  Message  from  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governour  by  Mr.  Secretary,  viz. 

Mr.  Speaker,  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governour  directs  this  Honourable 

House  forthwith  to  Attend  him  in  the  Council  Chamber.   Mr.  Speaker  and  the 

House  went  up  accordingly,  and  His  Honour  made  a  Speech,  of  which  Mr.  Speaker 

obtained  a  Copy,  and  then  with  the  House  returned  to  their  own  Chamber. 

His  Honour's  SPEECH  is  as  follows. 
Gentlemen, 

Ir'j  hy  the  Advice  and  at  the  Desire  of  the  Council  that  We  are  met  at  this  Time, 
that  the  Treasury  may  he  so  furnished  as  to  Answer  the  'present  Important  De- 
mands for  the  Defence  of  the  Province  and  Support  of  the  Government;  and  since  a  few 
Days  will  determine  the  Being  of  this  Court,  I  should  not  have  proposed  any  further 
Business,  had  not  the  late  frequent  Escapes  made  from  His  Majesty^ s  Goal  in  Bos- 
ton of  persons  committed  for  Capital  Offences  y  especially  that  of  the  person  Com- 
mitted during  your  last  Session  for  Counterfeiting  Great  Numbers  of  our  Bills  of 
Credit,  demanded  some  Speedy  and  Effectual  remedy,  wherefore  I  cannot  but  recom- 
mend it  as  worthy  of  your  Care,  for  it  will  be  in  vain  the  best  of  Laws  are  made,  while 
the  Execution  of  them  shall  be  thus  Evaded.  Wm.  Dummer.  [  2  ] 
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Ordered,  That  Mr.  Lewis,  and  Capt.  Chambers  be  directed  to  make  inquiry  into 
the  State  of  the  Treasury,  and  report  thereon  to  the  House. 

A  Bill  Entituled,  An  Act  in  Addition  to  the  Act  for  holding  Special  Courts  of  As- 
size and  General  Goal  Delivery.  Read  a  first  Time. 

Mr.  Secretary  brought  down  a  Declaration,  signed  Benjamin  Chadwell  and 
Martin  Martell,  taken  before  the  Lieutenant  Governour  and  Council,  giving  an 
account  of  their  being  taken  by  Phillips  and  Nutt  a  Pirate  Sloop.  And  that  his 
Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governour  had  by  and  with  the  Advice  of  the  Council, 
Ordered  a  Supply  of  Men  for  His  Majesty's  Ship  Sea-Horse  Capt.  Thomas  Durell 
Commander,  and  a  Sloop  to  be  fitted  out  and  Equipped  and  Mann'd  with  60  Men, 
who  is  gone  with  Capt.  Durell  in  Quest  of  the  said  Pirate;  That  his  Honour  had 
also  expressed  Advice  of  the  said  Pirates  being  on  the  Coast,  to  the  Government 
of  New-York,  that  so  the  Station  Ship  there  might  be  sent  out  with  all  Expe- 
dition in  order  to  take  the  said  Pirate. 

A  Petition  of  Robert  Love  late  a  Captive  taken  by  the  Indian  Enemy,  and  re- 
turned from  Canada,  praying  the  Compassionate  Consideration  of  this  Court  in 
his  distressed  Circumstances,  and  that  the  Sum  of  /.  75  7  J".  3  d.  may  be  allowed 
out  of  the  Publick  Treasury  to  Mr.  Peter  Schuyler  for  so  much  he  Advanced  in 
New-England  Money  for  the  Petitioners  Redemption,  and  Charges  in  Returning 
home,  as  by  said  Schuylers  Accompt  to  the  Petition  annexed  appears. 
Read,  and  Committed  to  the  Committee  for  Petitions. 

Mr.  Secretary  brought  down  the  following  Message  from  His  Honour,  viz. 

GENTLEMEN, 

THE  Forces  in  the  East  are  very  Sickly  and  in  great  need  of  good  Doctors,  which 
the  small  pay  allowed  by  Law  renders  impracticable  to  obtain,  and  the  frequent 
Marches  to  be  performed  in  quest  of  the  Enemy  makes  it  reasonable  and  necessary  that 
some  good  Encouragement  be  given  to  Doctors  and  Surgeons. 

I  must  also  acquaint  you,  That  the  Five  Nations  delaying  to  give  us  the  assistance 
desired  in  our  Western  Frontiers,  It  was  judged  necessary  to  send  an  Officer  among 
them  recommended  to  Col.  Schuyler  to  facilitate  that  Affair,  the  Return  of  which  Nego- 
tiation I  now  lay  before  you,  as  also  a  Letter  received  from  Governour  Saltonstall,  by 
which  youU  perceive  something  further  is  to  be  done,  if  any  Assistance  be  desired  from 
thence,  and  it  may  not  be  improper  to  send  a  Commissioner  thither  to  treat  on  that 
Head. 

I  would  also  put  you  in  Mind,  That  Col.  Schuyler  has  often  insisted  that  some  suit- 
able Person,  may  be  joyned  with  him  at  Albany,  to  assist  in  Managing  our  Affairs 
with  the  Five  Nations,  all  which  if  your  Time  in  this  short  Session  will  permit,  may  be 
worthy  your  Consideration.  Wm.  DUMMER. 
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Messieurs  Elisha  Cooke  Esq ;  and  Mr.  Anthony  Sanderson,  Agents  for  the  House, 
their  Letters,  ^c.  as  entred  in  the  Morning.  Read  again. 

An  Accompt  of  Nathaniel  Norden  Esq;  amounting  to  35  j.  for  Expresses  from 
the  Eastward  to  His  Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governour  in  the  Service  of  the  Prov- 
ince. Read  and  Resolved,  That  the  Sum  of  Thirty  Five  Shillings  be  allowed  and 
paid  out  of  the  Publick  Treasury  to  Nathaniel  Norden,  Esq;  in  full  discharge  of 
said  Accompt.  Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

The  Two  following  Messages  coining  down  from  the  Board,  a  few  Minutes  before 
the  Court  rose  the  last  Session;  and  the  House  having  only  time  then  to  appoint  a  Com- 
mittee to  take  the  same  under  Consideration,  and  prepare  and  Report  a  proper  An- 
swer thereto  at  this  Session:  it  was  then  Ordered,  "That  the  said  Messages  of  the 
"Honourable  Board  should  not  come  out  in  the  Journal,  till  the  several  Matters 
"and  Things  therein  contained  had  been  considered,  and  an  Answer  made  thereto 
"for  the  putting  those  matters  and  things  in  a  true  and  fair  Light.  [  3  ] 

The  said  Messages  of  the  Honourable  Board,  with  the  Messages  of  the  House  in 
Answer  thereto  are  as  follows, 

In  Council,  December,  27.  1723. 

Ordered,  That  a  Message  be  sent  down  to  the  Honourable  House  to  inform  them, 
That  the  Board  have  Concurr'd  the  Resolve  on  the  Accompt  of  Richard  Hall  for 
sundrys  delivered  to  the  several  Committees,  amounting  to  the  Sum  of  /.40  i8x. 
lod.  And  think  it  necessary  on  this  Occasion,  to  observe  that  no  Charges  of  that 
Nature,  have  been  brought  into  this  Court,  till  within  a  few  Years;  and  they 
judge  the  same  a  grievous  and  unnecessary  Burthen  to  the  Publick:  And  there- 
fore desire  that  for  the  Time  to  come  no  such  Accompts  be  offer'd  to  be  paid  out  of 
the  Publick  Treasury,  for  if  they  are,  the  Council  think  themselves  obliged  to 
deny  their  Concurrence.  /•  Willard,  Seer. 

In  the  House  of  Representatives,  Decemh.  27.  1723. 

Read,  and  Referred  to  Mr.  Speaker,  Mr.  Dudley,  and  Mr.  Lewis  to  take  under 
their  Consideration,  and  prepare  an  Answer  hereto  in  the  Recess  of  this  Court, 
and  Report  the  same  to  the  House  the  next  Session  of  this  Court. 

Mr.  Speaker  from  the  Committee  appointed  the  27th  of  December  past,  to  draw 
up  an  Answer  to  the  Message  of  the  Council  of  the  same  Day,  made  Report 
thereon,  which  was  Read  &  Accepted,  and  thereupon  the  following  Message 

pass'd,  viz. 

The  House  taking  into  Consideration,  a  Message  of  the  Honourable  Board,  of  the 

ijth  of  December  past; 

Ordered,  That  the  following  Message  be  sent  up  in  Answer  thereto: 

The  Message  or  Vote  of  Council  is  founded  on  an  Accompt  of  Richard  Hall, 

Amounting  to  /.  40  18  s.  10  d.  And  the  Board  thereon  observe,  "That  no  Charges 

"of  that  Nature  have  been  brought  into  the  Court,  till  within  a  few  Years." 

Now  for  the  clearing  up  this  Imputation  on  the  House  of  Representatives,  as  if 
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they  had  mispent  the  Publick  Money,  They  think  it  their  Duty  to  Declare,  That 
while  the  Delegates  of  the  Six  Nations  were  at  Boston,  a  Committee  of  both  Houses 
sat  several  times  at  the  said  H all's  House  to  expedite  Affairs  then  Depending; 
and  that  it  was  necessary  for  that  Committee  to  have  some  Refreshment;  which 
was  part  of  the  Charge  complained  of:  And  that  the  Committee  for  examining  the 
Commissioners  Accompts  sent  to  Albany,  sat  several  times  at  said  HaWs,  and  had 
with  them  those  Commissioners,  Two  of  whom  were  Members  of  the  Honourable 
Board,  and  made  some  of  this  Expence;  so  that  we  hope  these  several  Members  of 
the  Council  won't  Deny  their  Concurrence  to  the  like  Expence  for  the  future.  We 
must  further  observe.  That  the  House  of  Representatives  had  a  large  Committee 
during  the  Recess  of  the  Court,  to  make  Answer  to  Governour  Shute's  Memorial 
and  Complaint,  the  most  of  which  Committee  lived  out  of  Boston,  and  were  nec- 
essarily detained  from  Home,  and  gave  their  Attendance  often,  and  made  some 
part  of  the  Expence  which  the  Council  call  grievous,  and  an  unnecessary  Burden. 
We  humbly  conceive  the  People  whom  we  Represent,  would  not  have  made  any 
Complaint  if  twice  the  Sum  had  been  expended  in  this  necessary  Article;  and  we 
suppose  the  Council  themselves  'ere  this  time  are  of  the  same  mind.  Upon  the 
whole.  We  are  of  Opinion,  That  the  Message  was  only  sent  down  to  Amuse  and 
A-lisrepresent  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  to  have  gone  out  in  the  Print 
unanswered,  tho'  the  Council  will  find  themselves  mistaken  herein;  And  in  Re- 
turn to  this  Message,  The  House  once  more  earnestly  recommend  to  the  Honour- 
able Board,  the  Perusal  and  serious  Consideration  of  a  Vote  of  the  House  bearing 
Date  June  13th,  wherein  we  apprehend,  "Several  Sums  are  innumerated  that  are 
"both  Grievous,  and  an  unnecessary  Burthen  to  the  Publick,  and  therefore  for 
"the  time  to  come,  no  such,  or  like  Sums  be  Ordered  to  be  paid  out  of  the  Publick 
"Treasury,  for  if  they  are,  the  House,  (and  we  conceive  any  other  House  of  Rep- 
"resentatives)  will  think  themselves  obliged  by  the  Trust  Reposed  in  them,  to 
"Deny  the  allowing  such  Accompts  when  offered  by  the  Treasurer. 

Sent  up  by  Mr.  Tay,  Capt.  Osgood,  and  Mr.  Cotton.  [  4  ] 
In  Council,  December  27th  1723. 

Mr.  Treasurer  Allen  having  towards  the  end  of  the  last  Session  of  this  Court,  laid 
before  the  Board  a  Vote  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  of  the  Twelfth  of  September 
last,  in  these  Words: 

"  Voted,  That  if  at  any  Time  hereafter  the  Treasurer  for  the  Time  being  presume 
"to  Answer  any  Draughts  made  upon  him,  contrary  or  not  conformable  to  the 
"Rules  &  Directions  Ordained  and  Agreed  upon  in  the  Resolve  for  Supplying  the 
"Treasury,  the  same  be  not  allowed  of  when  he  shall  present  his  Accompts  to 
"the  House;  and  that  Mr.  Treasurer  Allen  be  served  with  an  attested  Copy  of  the 
"last  R  solve  of  this  Court  for  Supplying  the  Treasury,  together  with  this  Vote, 
"for  his  better  Guidance  and  more  safe  Management  in  this  Aifair. 

The  Board  design'd  fully  to  have  declared  themselves  thereupon  at  that  Time, 
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but  were  prevented  by  the  Court's  Rising  sooner  than  they  expected:  However 
they  judge  it  would  be  a  great  neglect  of  their  Duty  to  let  it  pass  in  Silence;  in- 
asmuch as  they  cannot  without  the  deepest  Concern,  reflect  upon  the  said  Vote, 
and  the  natural  Tendency  thereof,  it  being  of  the  most  extraordinary  Nature,  and 
without  Precedent  in  any  Government  whatever.  That  the  House  of  Representa- 
tives (whose  single  Vote  without  the  Concurrence  of  the  Council,  and  Consent  of 
the  Governour,  is  not  of  VaUdity)  should  set  up  one  of  the  Officers  of  the  Court 
against  the  Governour  and  Council;  Who  are,  when  the  General  Court  is  not 
sitting,  Indisputably  the  Government  of  this  Province;  and  to  make  the  said  Offi- 
cer a  Judge  of  the  Acts  of  the  Governour  and  Council,  and  to  be  at  Liberty  to 
Obey  or  Disobey  their  Orders  as  he  sees  Cause.  The  said  Vote  tends  to  Misrepre- 
sent the  Board  to  the  People  of  this  Province,  and  to  all  who  shall  Read  the  same, 
as  if  the  Sums  of  Money  mentioned  therein,  had  been  misapplyed  to  other  Ends 
and  Uses  than  for  the  Service  of  the  Province.  The  Sum  therein  mentioned  to  be 
upwards  of  /.  390  was  for  Payment  of  a  Bill  of  Exchange  drawn  by  the  Commis- 
sioners chosen  by  the  General  Court  to  treat  with  the  Five  Nations  of  the  Maquois 
at  Albany.  Who  represented  to  the  Board,  that  being  bound  into  another  Govern- 
ment, there  was  a  Necessity  they  should  have  Credit  or  Liberty,  to  Draw  Bills  to 
Answer  their  necessary  Charges.   Who  upon  May  2d  passed  the  following  Vote; 
"That  the  Commissioners  be  Impowered  to  draw  upon  the  Treasurer  of  this  Prov- 
"ince,  for  what  may  be  further  Necessary  for  the  Expences  on  their  Journey,  and 
"on  said  Treaty."    Pursuant  to  which,  the  abovesaid  Bill  being  presented  for 
Payment,  the  Board  could  not  but  judge  the  Justice  &  Honour  of  this  Govern- 
ment greatly  concerned,  that  the  said  Bill  should  meet  with  prompt  and  punctual 
Payment,  and  themselves  obliged  to  Order  it  accordingly.   Now  to  Insinuate  as 
if  the  Payment  of  said  Bill  were  a  Misapplication  of  the  Publick  Money,  is  a  mani- 
fest Injury  and  Injustice  done  to  the  Council,  and  could  by  no  means  lay  a  founda- 
tion for  such  a  Vote.  The  like  to  which  might  be  said  to  the  other  Sums  refer'd  to. 
Whereupon  the  Board  judge  themselves  obliged  in  the  most  solemn  manner,  to 
protest  against  the  said  Vote,  or  any  thing  of  the  like  Nature,  as  directly  tending 
to  the  Subversion  of  the  Government,  and  the  Rights  Vested  in  the  Governour 

and  Council,  by  the  Royal  CHARTER.

Read,  and  referr'd  to  Mr.  Speaker,  Col.  Dudley  and  Mr.  Lewis,  to  take  under 
their  Consideration,  and  prepare  an  Answer  hereto  in  the  Recess  of  this  Court, 
and  Report  the  same  to  the  House  the  next  Session  of  this  Court. 

Mr.  Speaker  from  the  aforesaid  Committee  appointed  to  take  under  their  Con- 
sideration, and  prepare  an  Answer  to  a  Message  of  the  Honourable  Board,  sent 
down  to  the  House  a  few  Minutes  before  the  Court  was  Prorogued,  relating  to  a 
Vote   [  5  ]  of  the  House  of  the  12th  of  September,  for  the  better  guidance  and  di- 
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rection  of  the  Treasurer,  ^c.  Made  Report,  which  was  Read  and  Accepted,  and 
thereupon  the  following  Message  pass'd  in  Answer  to  the  Message  of  the  Board 
aforesaid,  viz. 

The  House  taking  into  Consideration  a  Message  of  the  Honourable  Board,  of  the 

2'jth  of  December  past; 

Ordered,  That  the  following  Message  be  sent  up  in  Answer  thereto,  viz. 

That  as  the  nature  and  tendency  of  that  Message  as  well  as  the  Timing  of  it, 
was  very  Extraordinary,  so  the  Spirit  with  which  it  seems  to  have  been  drawn, 
looks  as  tho'  it  could  aim  at  a  little  short  of  a  Dissolution  of  the  very  Foundations 
of  our  happy  Constitution,  and  to  lay  aside  one  essential  part  of  the  Legislature 
ev'n  the  Representative  Body  of  the  People;  For  if  the  Council  really  have  such 
an  unlimited  and  despotick  Power  over  the  Treasury,  ad  Libitum,  to  dispose  of 
what  is  therein,  which  they  seem  to  Challenge  and  Defend,  they  may  as  well  take 
upon  them  to  Supply  the  Treasury,  by  Rating  and  Taxing  the  Inhabitants,  ^c.  if 
they  apprehend  it  for  the  Service  and  Defence  of  the  Province,  and  what  not. 

The  Message,  after  repeating  the  Resolve  of  the  House  for  the  Treasurers  di- 
rection tells  us,  "That  the  Honourable  Board  designed  fully  to  have  declared 
"themselves  thereupon  at  that  time,  but  were  Prevented  by  the  Courts  rising 
"  sooner  than  was  expected.  If  so,  it  seems  strange  that  during  the  Nine  days  con- 
tinuance of  that  Session  no  time  could  be  found  for  it,  nor  in  the  beginning  of  the 
October  Session,  The  Board  having  then  no  Matter  of  Consequence,  that  we  know 
of,  before  them,  unless  it  were  to  Advise  his  Honour  the  Lieutenant  Governour  to 
Emit  a  Proclamation  for  a  General  Thanksgiving  thro'  the  Province,  (a  thing  al- 
together New,  and  never  done  before,  that  we  know  of,  whilst  the  General  Court 
was  sitting)  without  so  much  as  acquainting  the  House  of  Representatives  there- 
with. And  further,  it  looks  very  improbable  that  the  Court  in  September  should 
Rise  sooner  than  the  Board  expected,  when  we  must  needs  suppose,  that  the  Board 
were  of  Advice,  as  is  usual,  to  the  Lieut.  Governour,  for  Proroguing  the  Court  to 
the  23d  of  October.  But  if  it  were  convenient  to  add  our  Conjecture,  we  should 
rather  think  the  genuine  reason  to  be.  Either  that  it  was  tho't  that  such  a  protest- 
ing Message  would  not  obtain  at  a  full  Council,  or  that  if  it  were  deferred  to  the 
Close  of  the  Session,  it  might  come  forth  without  an  Answer  from  the  House,  and 
so  the  better  serve  the  turn  of  those,  who  thereby  designed  to  Amuse  the  People, 
and  to  provoke  their  Resentments  against  the  Representatives 

The  Message  goes  on  and  says,  "They  judge  it  would  be  a  great  neglect  of  Duty 
"  in  them  to  let  the  Vote  of  the  House  pass  in  silence."  To  which  we  say.  That  the 
Vote  was  justly  founded  upon  the  Determination  and  Resolve  of  the  whole  Court, 
for  the  Supply  of  the  Treasury,  passed  in  the  May  Session;  and  if  the  Honourable 
Board  had  kept  within  the  Limits,  which  by  their  own  Concurring  that  Resolve, 
they  had  agreed  to  do,  there  would  have  been  no  need  of  that  Vote  of  the  House, 
and  so  no  Occasion  of  an  Answer,  whereby  they  might  have  Escaped  the  Last 
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Error,  tho'  it  were  not  worse  than  the  First.  And  altho'  they  might  think  them- 
selves in  Duty  bound,  to  make  Answer  thereto;  yet  we  apprehend  that  their  doing 
it  in  such  a  manner,  and  at  such  a  Critical  Conjuncture  of  our  Affairs,  has  a 
greater  tendency  to  encourage  any  that  may  be  endeavouring  our  Subversion  & 
Ruin,  than  to  promote  &  advance  the  Peace  and  Prosperity  of  the  Province. 
Their  deep  Concern  in  reflecting  on  said  Vote,  and  the  natural  Tendency  of  it,  its 
being  Extraordinary,  and  having  no  Precedent  in  any  Government  whatsoever, 
as  they  are  pleased  to  say,  is  not  so  much  to  be  wondered  at,  when  we  consider, 
that  it  serves  mainly  to  Circumscribe  them  within  those  Limits,  which  their  own 
solemn  Act  could  by  no  means  do. 

The  next  thing  very  observable  is,  "That  the  House  of  Representatives  (whose 
"single  Vote,  they  say,  is  not  of  any  Validity,  without  the  Concurrence,  ^c.) 
"should  set  up  one  of  the  Officers  of  the  Court  against  the  Governour  and  Coun- 
"cil,  who  are,  when  the  General  Court  are  not  sitting,  indisputably  the  Govern- 
"ment  of  the  Province;  and  to  make  the  said  Officer  Judge  of  the  Acts  of  the  Gov- 
"ernour  and  Council;  and  to  be  at  Liberty  to  Obey  or  Disobey  their  Ordeis  as  he 
"sees  Cause."  To  which  we  reply.  That  if  the  single  Vote  of  the  House  be  of  no 
Validity,  then  it  could  neither  hurt  nor  obstruct  the  Honourable  Board,  in  any  of 
their  Proceedings,  [  6  ]  nor  dis-serve  nor  misguide  any  Officer,  much  less  can  any 
Officer  be  set  up  thereby,  against  the  Governour  and  Council,  and  made  the  Judge 
of  their  Acts,  and  be  at  Liberty  to  Obey  or  Disobey  their  Orders,  as  he  sees  Cause. 
But  the  plain  and  manifest  design  of  that  Vote  must  be  Construed  to  be  a  Direc- 
tion to  that  Officer  to  comport  with  his  Duty,  and  to  do  nothing  inconsistent  with 
the  solemn  Acts  of  the  whole  Court,  which  were  made  for  that  purpose,  that  he 
and  all  others  concerned,  might  be  kept  within  their  own  Sphere.  Neither  would 
we  be  tho't  in  any  wise  to  encourage  any  Officer  or  other  Person  whatever,  in  any 
Acts  of  Disobedience  to  our  Rulers.  But  we  presume  that  if  a  Person  in  Authority 
should  Require  or  Command  any  thing  Unjust  in  itself,  or  contrary  to  Law,  it 
would  be  no  allowable  excuse  for  an  Officer  to  say  he  had  an  Order  for  it.  And  as 
to  the  other  matter  in  that  Paragraph,  "That  the  Governour  and  Council,  when 
"the  General  Court  is  not  sitting,  are  indisputably  the  Government  of  the  Prov- 
"  ince";  altho'  the  Vote  of  the  House  makes  no  mention  of  that  Point,  nor  how  far 
their  Power  extends,  yet  doubtless  it  may  be  affirmed,  that  there  are  many  Acts 
of  Government  which  they  cannot  do,  and  to  misapply  and  draw  out  of  the 
Treasury,  any  Sums  of  Money,  contrary  to  the  Resolve  of  the  whole  Court,  must 
needs  be  One. 

The  next  thing  remarkable  in  the  Message  is,  "That  the  said  Vote  tends  to  mis- 
"  represent  the  Board  to  the  People  of  the  Province,  and  to  all  who  shall  Read  the 
"same,  as  if  the  Sums  of  Money  therein  mentioned,  had  been  misapplied  to  other 
"Ends  and  Uses,  than  for  the  Service  of  the  Province."  Which  seems  to  be 
founded  on  a  manifest  Mistake,  as  if  no  Money  could  be  misapply'd  that  was  paid 
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for  the  Service  of  the  Province.  Whereas  it  is  very  evident,  That  if  a  Sum  of  Money 
be  appropriated  to  this  or  that  pecuHar  Service  and  no  other,  to  take  that  Money 
to  Discharge  another  Accompt,  or  make  use  of  it  otherwise  or  contrary  to  what 
it  is  devoted  and  set  apart  for,  is  a  plain  misappUcation  of  it.  And  when  it  is 
observed,  it  can  by  no  means  be  called  a  Misrepresentation  of  those  who  do 
so,  but  a  just  and  fair  Representation  of  them  and  a  setting  the  Case  in  a  true 

Light. 

As  to  the  following  part  of  said  Message  which  refers  to  a  Sum  upwards  of  /.  390 
for  Payment  of  a  Bill  of  Exchange  drawn  on  the  Treasurer,  founded  on  a  Vote  of 
Council,  May  2d,  there  recited,  i^c.  We  must  say.  That  it  is  a  matter  of  Astonish- 
ment to  us,  that  any  Man  should  plead  for,  or  pretend  to  justify  that  matter  under 
it's  Circumstances,  and  much  more  that  the  Honourable  Board  should  appear  to 
defend  it;  Especially  if  we  reflect  upon  the  former  part  of  their  Message,  which 
seems  plainly  to  Contradict  this  latter;  There  they  assert,  "That  the  single  Vote 
"of  the  House,  (which  is  but  one  part  of  the  Court,)  without  the  Concurrence  of 
"the  Board,  (another  part,)  and  Consent  of  the  Governour,  to  be  of  no  Validity." 
Here  they  say,  "They  could  not  but  judge  the  Justice  and  Honour  of  the  Govern- 
"ment  greatly  concerned,  that  the  said  Bill  should  be  punctually  paid,  and  them- 
" selves  obliged  to  Order  the  Payment  of  it;"  being  Drawn  pursuant  to  a  Vote  of 
Council  only;  which  can  be  said  to  be  no  more  than  one  part  of  the  General  Court: 
And  if  the  Justice  and  Honour  of  the  Government  was  greatly  Concerned  in  it, 
that  can  be  no  Excuse  in  this  Affair,  for  that  the  House  of  Representatives  are, 
and  we  trust  always  will  be,  as  much  concerned  to  do  Justice,  and  Support  the 
Honour  of  the  Government,  as  the  Honourable  Board  are  or  can  be.  Moreover  it 
might  be  observed,  That  this  was  done  when  the  General  Court  was  sitting,  and 
even  when  the  Accompts  of  those  very  Commissioners  were  under  the  Considera- 
tion of  a  Committee  of  the  House,  in  order  to  their  being  passed  upon,  (and  before 
the  said  Bill  was  presented  for  Payment.) 

There  is  one  thing  more  which  seems  to  be  of  the  most  extraordinary  nature, 
and  as  we  apprehend  without  Precedent  in  any  Government  whatsoever.  That 
they  should  give  those  Gentlemen  the  Power,  which  by  the  Royal  CHARTER  is 
vested  only  in  the  Governour  or  Commander  in  Chief,  with  the  Advice  and  Con- 
sent of  the  Council;  i.  e.  To  draw  Money  out  of  the  Treasury,  and  that  too  with- 
out any  Restraint  or  Limitation,  if  they  tho't  it  necessary,  ^c.  So  that  if  they  had 
Drawn  for  One  or  Ten  Thousand  Pounds^  the  Council  must  have  tho't  themselves 
obliged  to  Order  the  Payment  of  it.  [  7  ] 

Upon  the  whole.  It  seems  very  evident,  That  the  House  had  very  good  reason 
to  induce  them  to  make  such  a  Vote,  and  that  there  was  no  injury  or  injustice 
done  the  Council  thereby,  and  that  the  Drawing  Money  out  of  the  Treasury,  for 
the  Payment  of  that,  and  some  other  Sums  of  Money,  (more  gently  touch'd  on  by 
the  Message)  was  Irregular,  and  not  agreeable  to  the  fair  Treatment  which  the 
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House  always  expected  and  desired.  Wherefore  the  House  are  of  Opinion,  That 
the  Honourable  Board  had  no  just  Grounds  or  Obligations  on  them  to  make  such 
a  solemn  Protest  against  said  Vote  as  directly  tending  to  the  Subversion  of  the 
Government,  and  the  Rights  vested  in  the  Governour  and  Council  by  the  Royal 
CHARTER,  but  that  what  was  done  by  the  House  aimed  at,  and  had  a  direct 
tendency  to  promote  the  Welfare  of  the  People,  and  was  very  agreeable  to  the 
trust  reposed  in  them  by  those  whom  they  Represent. 

Sent  up  by  Mr.  Tay,  Capt.  Osgood,  and  Mr.  Cotton. 
Then  the  House  Adjourn'd  till  to  Morrow  Morning  Nine  a  Clock.

Upon  Reading  the  Petition  of  John  Woodward,  and 
Forty-six  others,  Inhabitants  of  the  East  Precinct  in  Sudbury,  together  with  the 
Petition  of  William  Jennison,  and  others,  a  Committee  appointed  to  remove  the 
Meeting-House  in  the  said  Precinct;  and  upon  Consideration  of  the  Dissatisfac- 
tion of  the  said  Inhabitants  for  the  placing  the  Meeting-House  on  the  Land  of 
James  Ross,  and  the  Difficulty  of  obtaining  the  Land  of  the  said  Ross,  as  repre- 
sented in  the  said  Petition.  Ordered,  That  Jonathan  Dowse,  Samuel  Thaxter, 
Esqrs;  and  the  Secretary,  with  such  as  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Honourable 
House  of  Representatives  be  a  Committee  once  more  to  view  the  several  Places 
proposed,  or  that  may  be  proposed  for  the  Meeting-House  in  the  said  East  Pre- 
cinct of  Sudbury;  and  that  they  report  early  in  the  Session  of  this  Court  in  May 
next,  where  the  said  Meeting-House  may  be  placed  most  commodiously  for  the 
Inhabitants  of  the  said  East  Precinct. 
Sent  down  for  Concurrence. 

Read  and  Concurr'd,  and  Ordered,  That  William  Dudley  Esq;  Mr.  Edward 
White,  and  Jonathan  Remington  Esq;  be  joyned  with  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Coun- 
cil in  the  Affair,  and  that  the  Charge  of  the  Committee  be  born  by  the  Town  of 
Sudbury.  Sent  up  for  Concurrence. 

Resolved,  That  the  Treasurer  be  directed  to  Advance  &  Pay  out  of  the  Publick 
Treasury  for  the  Sloop  Hire  of  the  Sloop  lately  taken  up  in  the  Service  of  this  Prov-
